Ermolenko takes U.S. Speedway title.

Georgian Scott Russell (Kaw) won both 
legs of the World Championship 
Superbike Series round held in 
Donington Park, England, October 3. 
Russell topped his championship rival 
Carl Fogarty (Duc) and teammate Aaron 
Slight (Kaw) in the first leg before beat- 
ing Slight and Jamie Whitham (Yam) in 
the second race. Fogarty crashed out of 
the second race while disputing the lead 
with Russell, scoring no points and 
allowing the Georgian to stretch his 
points lead to 32 points, 361.5-329.5, with 
two rounds remaining in the series. 


Loris Capirossi (Hon) won all three 
250cc races at the Superprestigio 
International Road Race in Barcelona, 
Spain, October 3. Capirossi, who finished 
second in the 1993 250cc World 
Championship, topped fellow Italian 
Doriano Romboni (Hon) in all three 
races with German Jochen Schmid 
(Yam) finishing third. Kenny Roberts, Jr. 
(Yam) finished fourth overall with three 
fourth-place finishes. The 125cc portion 
of the Superprestigio was won by 


German Ralf Waldmann (Hon). 
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The fifth round of the Open Ducados 
Cup Series was held the day prior to the 
Superprestigio and the 250cc class win 
went to Kenny Roberts, Jr. (Yam). 
Roberts beat his teammate Sete 
Guibernau (Yam) and German Bernd 
Kassner (Apr). With championship 
leader Luis D'Antin (Hon) crashing out 
of the race, Roberts Jr. takes over the 
lead in the Spanish National 
Championship, 105-95. With his second 
place finish in the 125cc class, recently 
crowned 125cc World Champion Dirk 
Raudies (Hon) wrapped up the 125cc 
Spanish title. Raudies was beaten in 
Barcelona by Australian Garry McCoy 
(Apr). The 125cc race was won by Jorge 
Martinez (Hon), but the Spaniard was 
disqualified for using an illegal ignition 
system. 


Mark Colomer (Beta) was the winner at 
the final round of the World 
Championship Observed Trials Series, 
held in Pateley Bridge, England, 
September 26. Amos Bilbao (G-G) fin- 
ished second with recently crowned 
World Champion Jordi Tarres (G-G) fin- 
ishing third. 


Mike Kiedrowski (Kaw) was the 
250cc/Open Pro class winner at round 
two of the AMA Dirt Shirts Fall Classic 
MX Series, held at Raceway Park in 
Englishtown, New Jersey, October 3. 
John Dowd (Kaw) was the runner-up, 


.and Keith Johnson (KTM) was third. 


Tim Ferry (Yam) topped the 125cc Pro 
class, edging out Barry Carsten (Suz) and 
Todd DeHoop (Hon). 


David Aldana (Bul) won the Modern 
Vintage 250cc class at the AHRMA Days 
of Glory dirt track in Weedsport, New 
York, October 3. Aldana topped Donnie 
Warf (Ossa). In the Modern Vintage 601+ 
class, Aldana (BSA) finished second to 
Arnie Mahne (Nor). Former MX and 
Supercross Champion Jimmy Weinert 
(Hon) edged Craig Breckon (BSA) to win 
the Modern Vintage 600cc class. 


Scott Summers (Hon) won the 11th 
round of the AMA Grand National Cross 
Country Series in Elkins, West Virginia, 
October 3. Doug Blackwell (Kaw) was 
second ahead of series points leader Fred 
Andrews (Yam), Jan Hrehor (Yam) and 
Terry Cunningham (Kaw). Three rounds 
remain in the series. 


Three-time World Champion Wayne 
Rainey underwent spinal surgery at 
Centinela Hospital in Inglewood, 


California, on Thursday, September 18. , 





The surgery, performed by Dr. Robert 
Watkins, was a reduction and fusion of 
the fractured and dislocated thoracic ver- 
tebrae at T6-7. The reduction was carried 
out using the TSRH internal fixation sys- 
tem in which metal rods are used to 
obtain a reduction of the dislocation and 
to maintain the position of the reduction 
until the fusion heals; the spinal column 
has also been realigned and held in place. 
The Californian, who suffered paralyzing 
spinal injuries when he crashed his 
Marlboro Yamaha while leading the 
500cc Italian Grand Prix at Misano on 
September 5, is in stable condition and 
remains paralyzed from the chest down. 
According to a press release from 
Marlboro, Rainey has begun an extensive 
rehabilitation program designed to 
return him to as high a functional level as 
possible.

French Canadian road racer Miguel 
DuHamel has not signed a contract with 
Harley-Davidson, according to his man- 
ager Alan Labrosse. Contacted on 
Monday, October 4, Labrosse, however, 
did confirm that he is talking to Harley- 
Davidson about the possibility of 
DuHamel riding the long-awaited 
Harley-Davidson V-twin superbike in 
the 1994 AMA National Championship 
Road Race Series. “It's a possibility,” 
Labrosse said. “I won't hide the fact that 
we've been talking to Harley-Davidson.” 
Labrosse said that he and DuHamel have 
declined offers from both Rob Muzzy's 
Kawasaki team and Martin Adams” 
Camel Honda squad for next season. 
“We are still negotiating with some 
teams and we'll make an announcement 
when something happens.” Though 


Labrosse wouldn't name specific teams, > 


he did confirm that DuHamel has both 
World Superbike and Grand Prix offers 
for 1994, 


Rothmans, the tobacco concern which is 
pulling out of the World Championship 
Road Race Series after nine years, 77 
Grand Prix wins, and seven World 
Championships, threw a farewell party 
at the FIM Grand Prix in Jarama, Spain, 
September 26, which was attended by 
most of their former World Champions. 
Eddie Lawson, who won the last of his 
four 500cc World Championships 
aboard a Rothmans Kanemoto Honda in 
1989, was one of the former champions 
in attendance. Contrary to recent specu- 
lation, Lawson said he was not seeking a 
GP ride for 1994. Also in attendance 
were Anton Mang, 250cc World 
Champion in 1987, and Marlboro 
Roberts Yamaha's Luca Cadalora, who 
finished the season in fifth place in the 
500cc class, and who won the 250 World 
Championship in 1991 and 1992. The 
only former champions missing were 
Yamaha Motor France's Freddie 
Spencer, 250 and 500cc World 
Champion in 1985, who was recovering 
from injuries suffered at the U.S. GP and 
Australian Wayne Gardner, the 1987 
500cc World Champion, who was testing 
a car in Australia for the October 3 
Bathurst 1000 endurance race. Honda 
has yet to announce a sponsor for 1994, 
though a number of names have been 
mentioned. Among them are Sega, the 
video game company, Fosters, the 
Australian beer company, and, as a last 
resort, Honda Motor Corporation. HRC 
(Honda Racing Corporation) will field a 
GP effort next year, regardless of 
whether they find a sponsor, and work 
on next year's factory bikes is continu- 
ing.

works bike to fellow German, and 125cc 
competitor, Ralf Waldmann. Bradl is 
hoping to stay in the World Champ- 
ionships and holds out a small hope of 
getting on with the Lucky Strike Suzuki 
250cc team as well as an Aprilia team. 
Aprilia has a great interest in the German 
market. If no Grand Prix ride surfaces, 
Bradl will likely ride a Honda RC45 
backed by the German Honda importer 
in the World Superbike series. The 32- 
year-old German has spent his entire 
career with Honda. 


Part of Bradl’s future is dependent on 
whether Aprilia goes forward with their 
400cc twin project for the 500cc class and 
whether they elevate current 250cc rider 
Loris Reggiani. But the project appeared 
less likely at the final GP in Spain. Aprilia 
team manager Carlo Pernat said there is 
an engine on a test bed, though no chas- 
sis has been built. He gave the project a 
50/50 chance of reaching fruition. 
Reggiani said, “If Aprilia would like to 
do it and they ask me to develop the 
bike, I would be happy to doit.” 


FIM Safety Director Hans Bahmer 
recently inspected the Road America cir- 
cuit in Elkhart Lake, Wisconsin, in antici- 
pation of a World Championship 
Superbike race, but found it lacking. “In 
this version, it’s not okay for bike races,” 
the former racer said. “The problems are 
the surface has many cuts, is very slip- 
pery, and is very, very bumpy. All the 
curbs are so high and they continue on 
well around the corners. That’s okay for 
car races, but not for bikes. If you hit one 
of them it’s like a trampoline. They must 
remove Armco from around the carousel. 
It's a very dangerous zone. They said 
they will remove it 45 meters from the 
track and install gravel pits. They said 
they can do the work by the end of 
March. There will be an inspection in 
March and, later, a final inspection. The 
track is in a very good position for a 
crowd, near Milwaukee and Chicago. We 
prefer and we support this. But I will not 
homologate for two groups of people. I 
won't say it's good for superbike, but not 
good for Grand Prix.” Bahmer said the 
FIM calendar will be set in the middle of 
October and he did not expect that 
Elkhart Lake would be on the World 
Superbike calendar for 1994, though he 
said he didn't set the calendar. “This is a 





decision of Mr. Flammini (the organizer 
of the World Superbike Series).” 


New Zealander Andrew Stroud, who 
contested both the AMA Superbike series 
and the 500cc Grands Prix, continues to 
be the busiest racer in the world. He'll be 
riding the same La Croix Motorsports 
Ducati 851 that he’s campaigned on in 
the AMA series at the final World 
Superbike round in Mexico City on 
November 7. Before that he'll be riding in 
international races in Macau and 
Indonesia on the Harris Yamaha he’s 
been on much of the season. “The last 
three or four GPs it’s been getting bet- 
ter,” he said. “I’ve always had a front end 
chatter. We found every time we were 
doing the front axle up, it would bind the 
forks at the bottom and pull it together 
every time the forks moved. Now it’s 
much easier to ride.” Stroud said he’d 
like to do another year on the 500s, but 
would like more power. “I haven't been 
happy with the speed of the bike. We're 
10 Ks (6 mph) down on the slowest pri- 
vateers, 20 Ks (12 mph) down on the 
good private bikes like (Niall) Mackenzie 
and (Juan) Lopez Mella, and 30 Ks (18 
mph) down on the factory bikes.” 


The FIM Constructors Championship 
has been won by Yamaha in the 500cc 
GP road race class, 269 points to 264 for 
Suzuki, though much has been made of 
the fact that the Marlboro Roberts 
Yamaha team has been using a ROC 
chassis for the second half of the season. 
Serge Rosset, who builds the ROC 
frames, anticipated the problem. “My 
contract with Yamaha is clear. When 
they order something from me, it’s a 
Yamaha. I am a sub-contractor. I sup- 

lied the first frame. After the first 
rame, I delivered frames to Team 
Roberts. We made an agreement where 
they consider me a sub-contractor to 
build these under the Yamaha name. It’s 
their name, their plans, their wishes. 
Everything is built with orders from 
Yamaha. I thought this was a good 
opportunity to have a good position in 
the championship. You must never for- 
get that without engines I cannot do any- 
thing.” IRTA’s Paul Butler said he 
understood the problem, adding “It’s 
not as definitive as in Formula One. We 
continue to define it on the basis of the 
entrant until you get a genuine construc- 
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tor. That chassis, as everyone knows, is a 
1991 Yamaha. If somebody is a bona fide 
entry from the beginning of the season, 
that’s how it stays. I can understand why 
there's a little bit of confusion and that's 
why it will be more clearly defined next 
year.” The title was once used promi- 
nently in advertising, especially in Japan, 
but it has lost some of its cachet. The 
recipient gets a mock vellum certificate. 
“It used to be a real vellum certificate,” 
Butler joked. 


Beginning on April 24, 1994, MRA 
Racing will begin operation of Delta 
Raceway in Michigan. The racetrack, for- 
merly operated by the Glass City 
Motorcycle Club, will feature motocross 
racing on Saturday nights. The 1994 
MRA Racing program will also include 
weekly racing at Milan Cycle City and 
Leamington Raceway. 


The inaugural Golden Cup Supercross 
will take place on November 6-7 in 
Fukuoka City, Japan in the newly-built, 
52,000-seat Fukuoka Dome. Forty 
American riders are expected to compete, 
along with 80 top Japanese riders, for a 
$200,000 purse, according to MJD Sports 
Entertainment, the promoters of the 
event. 


Frank Zlock, a road racing enthusiast 
and a Charter Life member of the AMA, 
died on September 25 from injuries suf- 
fered in a crash during a vintage road 
racing practice session at Portland 
International Raceway in Portland, 
Oregon. Zlock is survived by his wife 
Shirley and sons, Dan and Dale. 


Among the entries for the Macau 
Motorcycle Grand Prix, scheduled for 
Saturday, November 20 in the southeast 
territory of China, are road racers 
Michael Barnes, Chuck Graves, Fritz 
Kling, Dave Sadowski and Steve 
Crevier. The north American contingent 
will go up against the likes of New 
Zealander Andrew Stroud, and 
Europeans Sean Emmett, Peter Rubatto 
and Jeremy McWilliams. 


The promoters of the final round of the 
World Championship Superbike Series 
scheduled for November 5-7 in Mexico 
City, Mexico, are offering airfare/ 
hotel/VIP packages for fans wishing to 
make the trip from the United States. The 
race is expected to decide the World 








Championship between the two top con- 
tenders, Georgian Scott Russell and Brit 
Carl Fogarty. Two-time World 
Champion and current AMA Superbike 
National Champion Doug Polen will 
also be racing in the final round of the 
series.

Will riders winning 500cc Grands Prix on 
Cagivas soon be accepting Lamborghinis 
instead of Ferrarris? According to 
AutoWeek, Chrysler will accept nearly 
$60 million to sell Lamborghini to a part- 
nership involving the Castiglioni broth- 
ers, owners of Cagiva. 


Four-time World Champion Eddie 
Lawson finished second in the Indy 
Lights car race at Laguna Seca Raceway 
in Monterey, California, October 3. 
Lawson, in his best finish of his rookie 
season of racing, was topped by series 
champion Bryan Herta. 


More ex-motorcycle racers making good 
in car racing. Many readers may remem- 
ber the name Gregg Hansford. The 
Australian won four 250cc road race GPs 
on a factory Kawasaki in 1978, and fin- 
ished second in the 250cc World 
Championship in 1978 and 1979, before a 
leg injury cut his career short. Now a suc- 
cessful car racer in Australia, Hansford 
and his team won the Bathurst 1000 
endurance on October 3; former 500cc 
World Champion Wayne Gardner fin- 
ished third in the same event: 


During the 25th running of the U.S. 
National Speedway Championship in 
Costa Mesa, California, October 2, the 
American flag was at half mast in salute 
to Bob Inman, 55, who died on Sept- 
ember 29 after a lengthy battle with can- 
cer. Inman, an employee of Cirello 
Racing and father of helmet painter Kelly 
Inman, served as a liason between the 
riders and the Speedway Racing 
Association. “There wasn’t a rider in 
speedway that Bob hadn’t helped at one 
time or another,” said 1987 National 
Champion Brad Oxley. “Every guy in 
the pits would go over to the van to see 
Bob whether they needed parts or not. 
He was always there for speedway. He 
loved it. All the guys will miss him.” The 
riders circulated through the stands with 
their helmets during intermission to col- 
lect donations which will help cover 
funeral costs. 








Nat'l trail-funding budget at stake 


stake in an upcoming Congressional Conference committee, and they are urging 

motorcyclists to express their support for this important measure. On September 
29, a U.S. Senate committee voted to appropriate $15 million to the National 
Recreational Trails Trust Fund for fiscal 1994. However, a House version of the same 
appropriations measure does not include any money for the trail fund. Once the bill - 
designated H.R. 2750 - passes the full Senate, the two versions will go to a conference 
committee charged with working out the differences between them. The trails fund, 
passed in 1991, is authorized to receive up to $30 million per year for construction and 
maintenance of off-highway trails for motorized and non-motorized recreation. But the 
federal government has refused to spend the entire amount on the program in the past. 

The AMA, working with Senator Ben Nighthorse Campbell (D-Colorado), lobbied 
for full funding for the program, while the Clinton administration recommended $15 
million for the fund in its 1994 budget. 

Lawmakers were expected to have a new appropriations package in place by the 
time the old plan ran out on September 30. Instead, Congress has approved a resolu- 
tion that essentially extends the funding deadline. That delay gives motorcyclists an 
opportunity to help keep the Senate’s version of the transportation appropriations 
package intact. 

Motorized recreation enthusiasts interested in supporting the trails program are 
urged to contact two key members of the House-Senate conference committee, asking 
them to vote in favor of the Senate’s $15 million appropriation for the National 
Recreational Trails Trust Fund. Those committee members are Sen. Frank Lautenberg 
(D-New Jersey) and Rep. Bob Carr (D-Michigan).

was introduced last year on the sport/touring R1100RS street bike. It differs from 
the RS motor in that it has been tuned for more bottom-end power and torque, and less 
top-end power. The GS also features BMW’s unique Telelever front suspension system 
and a single, centrally located rear shock design. Dual disc brakes (instead of a single 
disc) are now used up front, and a single rear disc brake replaces the drum design of 
the past; ABS is also now available as an option on the GS model. The large gas tank 
holds 5.5 gallons. Other features include an adjustable seat and windshield, integrated 
ignition and handlebar lock, and plastic cylinder head protectors. The new BMW

Six former National Speedway Champ- 
ions may have been racing in the U.S. 
National field on October 2, but there 
were actually seven in attendance as two- 
time National Champion Kelly Moran 
spectated at the event. The retired Moran 
said that he hopes to return to Europe to 
resume his racing career in February of 
1994. “Tve just taken some time off, but I 
want to get right back in it,” Moran said. 
“I want to ride over there, but I want to 
ride here too.” Moran feels he could still 
be competitive. “I think I could do it 
again,” Moran said. “It’s all in the gat- 
ing.” 


Though the American speedway season 
is finished for the year, Bobby Schwartz 
has racing to do elsewhere. Schwartz is 
scheduled to leave for England to com- 
pete for Team USA in the next test match 
against Team England. Schwartz may 
also head to Australia to compete on the 
Ivan Mauger tour. Billy Hamill was 
scheduled to return to England on 
Thursday, October 7 and will also com- 
pete in the test match against England. 
Hamill rides for the Cradely Heath 
Heathens in the British league. 


Though all the riders in the U.S. National 
Speedway Championship are serious 
about winning the title, some are more 
serious than others. Brad Oxley, Russell 
Racing’s only rider, had four Weslakes in 
the pits, one of which had $10,000 worth 
of engine work. Oxley said that he hoped 
he didn’t have to use the all-titanium 
motor as it is too powerful for the tiny 
Costa Mesa oval. “Five years ago this 
motor could have won the World Final,” 
Oxley said. “But over here on the small 
tracks it’s too hard to gate on. You either 
wheelie or dig a trench.” 


Not to be outdone by Oxley, Sam 
Ermolenko had a PPT 500 in the pits to 
back up his GM. Manufactured briefly in 
England by Phil Pratt during the early 
‘80s, the motor, which is essentially a 





highly refined Weslake, is extremely 
rare, as are spare parts. But Ermolenko, 
who runs his own motor shop in 
England, has no worries should any- 
thing ever go bad. “If anything blows up 
we'll just manufacture it ourselves,” 
Ermolenko said. 


Steve Johnson has left his position as 
team manager for Vance € Hines 
Yamaha. Johnson will likely be replaced 
by crew chief/engine builder Jim 
Leonard. Neither team owner Terry 
Vance or Johnson were available for 
comment.

1993 National Cup Finals.

JARAMA, SPAIN, SEP 26 
I t began as a weekend without much 





expectation and ended with a few 

surprises. The FIM Grand Prix, the 
final race of a grueling season that 
began six months earlier, crowned a 
first-time 500cc winner, an upset 250cc 
World Champion, and a somewhat pre- 
dictable World Champion in the 125cc 
class. All in all, it brought a taxing sea- 
son to a fitting end with the emphasis 
back on racing for the crowd of about 
60,000 on a brilliantly sunny Spanish 
afternoon. 

Brazilian Alex Barros, a rider until 


‘now yet to deliver on a world of 


promise, finally won his first 500cc GP 
in the final race of his first year with 
Lucky Strike Suzuki, and in doing so 
became the first Brazilian to win a GP in 
road racing’s premier class. 

For Barros it was a matter of being in 
the right place at the right time on the 
Jarama circuit just outside of Madrid. 
His bit of luck came on the 18th lap 
while he was running fourth. Third- 
placed Luca Cadalora, who had led the 
race in the early stages, crashed his 
Marlboro Roberts Yamaha while in 
third, moving Barros up one spot. Then, 
on the 21st of 28 laps, the 22-year-old 
from Sao Paolo took over the lead when 
leader Shinichi Itoh and his Rothmans 
Honda crashed in a fast left-hander, tak- 
ing out Cagiva’s John Kocinski, then a 
close second. Kocinski, who ran over 
Itoh without injuring him, re-mounted, 
but his right front brake disc began to 
break up as he rode away, and he 
retired. 

Rothmans Honda's Daryl Beattie cel- 
ebrated his 23rd birthday by finishing 
second, close to five seconds back, with 
World Champion Kevin Schwantz third 
on the Lucky Strike Suzuki, still suffer- 
ing with injuries to his right hand. 

“I knew from the start that the tires 
would be critical and it would be risky 
to push too hard early on,” Barros said. 








“My aim was to stay close to the leaders 
without working the tires too hard. 
When I got in the lead I tried to go fast 
and did not want to think about the win. 
I want to think about my lines until I 
cross the finish line, then 1 think about 
the win,” 

Barros completed the 28-lap, 66.987- 
mile race in 44 minutes, 22.944 seconds 
at an average speed of 90.558 mph. His 
margin of victory over Beattie was 4.736 
seconds. 

Spaniard Alex Criville finished 
fourth in his final race for the Marlboro 
Honda Pons team. Following the race, 
Philip Morris Spain, the parent compa- 
ny of Marlboro Spain, announced that 
Criville would not continue his associa- 
tion with fellow Spaniard Sito Pons next 
year. Philip Morris said they expected to 
have an announcement in the next few 
weeks about their plans. 

Fifth and sixth went to Cagiva team- 
mates Doug Chandler and Mat Mladin. 
Chandler spent most of the race by him- 
self after passing Britain's John 
Reynolds early on. It was his best finish 
for the second half of the year. Mladin's 
finish was his best ever in his debut sea- 
son on the Cagiva team, though it may 
not have saved his job. Mladin's manag- 
er, Harris Barnett, said after the race that 
Mladin would not be back with Cagiva 
next year, despite having two years 
remaining on his three-year contract. 

Yamaha Motor France's Bernard 
Garcia finished seventh, also a career 
best, after getting passed by Mladin on 
the final lap. Next came Scot Niall 
Mackenzie, the Team Valvoline Yamaha 
rider slowing with brake problems early 
in the race. By mid-distance he’d used 
up his rear tire and had to settle for 
eighth. 

The top two spots in the World 
Championship didn't change, Schwantz 
increasing his point total to 248 to 
Marlboro Roberts Yamaha's injured 
Wayne Rainey's 214. Rainey remains in 
a Los Angeles hospital recovering from 
career-ending injuries in the Italian 





Grand Prix at Misano. Beattie, who 
came into the race tied with teammate 
Mick Doohan for third, finished third 
with 176. Doohan injured his right 
shoulder in the U.S. GP and didn't com- 
pete in Spain. Instead, he was able to 
have surgery - earlier than planned - on 
the right leg which he injured last year 
at the Dutch TT. He ended the year 
fourth in points with 156. Cadalora will 
carry the number five plate next year, 
earning 145 points, 20 better than Alex 
Barros who was sixth best in the 500cc 
class. 

The 250cc World Championship 
came down to the final race of the year 
and it was a stunner. Coming into the 
final race, Marlboro Team Pileri's Loris 
Capirossi needed to finish third - if 
Telkor Valesi Yamaha's Tetsuya Harada 
won the race - to clinch the title. Since 
Harada hadn't finished in front of 
Capirossi since the first European Grand 
Prix at Jerez on May 2, it didn't appear 
such a tall order. Capirossi was ahead of 
the Japanese rider until making a tacti- 
cal blunder with six laps to go. Then, as 
Capirossi was fighting a rear tire which 
he'd used up, Harada began his ascen- 
dance, moving up to third on the 22nd 
lap, the same lap in which Capirossi ran 
off the track at high speed. Harada was 
then up to second on the 23rd, and past 
Chesterfield Aprilia's Loris Reggiani for 
the lead on the 24th. He would win the 
race, and he won the title in his first 
attempt. 

Reggiani was second, 1.217 seconds 
back, with Rothmans Kanemoto 
Honda’s Max Biaggi third. Riding for 
Ducados Honda Pons, Spaniard Alberto 
Puig was a popular fourth, one better 
than Capirossi. 

“I started today concentrating entire- 
ly on winning the race, not the champi- 
onship,” said Harada, who became the 
first ever Japanese rider to win a 250cc 
World Championship, and only the sec- 
ond Japanese World Champion. “And I 
didn’t know I’d won the title until I got 
back to the pits and my team congratu-

lated me. When I was behind Capirossi I 
could see he had a problem because he 
was sliding around a lot, but I didn’t 
know he'd run off the track.” 

Putting the championship into words 
was something that the 22-year-old from 
Chiba, a suburb of Tokyo, had a hard 
time doing. 

“Now, it’s hard to say what's in my 
mind,” Harada said. “I don’t have a spe- 
cial feeling yet: I’m just glad to win this 
race. But more will come after this.” 

The only other Japanese World 
Champion was Takazumi Katayama 
who won the now-defunct 350cc World 
Championship in 1977. 

In winning his fourth race of the year 
Harada averaged 89.691 mph. He com- 
pleted the 27 lap, 64.594-mile race in 43 
minutes, 12.677 seconds. 

Capirossi, who took over the World 
Championship points lead with his vic- 
tory in the U.S. GP, was stoical in defeat. 

“I’m second in the World Champ- 
ionship, not last,” Capirossi said. “I’m 
disappointed, but I’m happy because I 
was fighting for the title until the very 
end. I tried to slow Harada down a bit 
at first, but then I began to have some 
rear tire problems.” 

The final point standings show 
Harada with 197, four better than 
Capirossi. Reggiani finished third with 
158, Biaggi was fourth with 142, and HB 
Honda’s Doriano Romboni, who al- 
lowed Capirossi to finish in front of him 
today, ends up sixth with 139. 

As expected, the 125cc World 
Championship went to Dirk Raudies, 
the German coming into the race with 
a substantial advantage and riding a 
calculating race after the onset of rear 
tire problems while in the lead. He 
would finish eighth, but easily took the 
title. 








“When I was in the lead I saw some 
riders behind me and I thought it was 
better to go back from this group,” 
Raudies said. “One mistake from a rider 
and I fall down and (Kazuto) Sakata can 
win this race. It’s better that I win the 
championship.” 

The 125cc race was won by 
Marlboro Aprilia’s Ralf Waldmann, his 
first win of the year. The German was 
part of the pack that had trailed 
Raudies early on, before Waldmann 
took over the lead for good with 11 
laps to go. Second place would go back 
and forth, but Waldmann strengthened 
his advantage and beat FCC Technical 
Sports’ Takeshi Tsujimura to the line 
by 2.642 seconds. Tsujimura’s team- 
mate, Kazuto Sakata, the only rider 
with a chance of beating Raudies for 
the title, was third. Marlboro Team 
Pileri’s Fausto Gresini was fourth, just 
ahead of Team + Co Promotion’s 
Stefan Prein. 

Waldmann completed the 26-lap, 
62.202 mile race in 44 minutes, 12.494 
seconds at an average speed of 84.422 
mph. 

Raudies season point total was 280, 
14 better than Sakata. Tsujimura was 
third with 177, with Waldmann fourth 
at 160. 

For the sixth time in eight races, 
Biland Racing's Rolf Biland partnered 
with Kurt Waltisperg to win the sidecar 
race. It was Biland’s 70th Grand Prix 
win, extending his record for the most 
wins in any class, two more than 15- 
time World Champion Giacomo Agos- 
tini had won in the 500cc class. Biland

had clinched the World Championship a 
race earlier, his sixth World Champ- 
ionship dating back to 1978. 
































Biland, who finished second in the 
two races that he didn't win this year, 
completed the 26-lap, 62.202 mile race in 
42 minutes, 39.380 seconds at an average 
speed of 87.493 mph. 

Second place, 2.364 seconds adrift 
was Steve Webster, the British driver 
who won the two races that Biland 
didn't. Webster and partner Gavin 
Simmons had led the race before being 
passed by Biland with eight laps to go. 
Third went to Paul Gudel. 

The final sidecar championship total 








was 190 for Biland, 119 for Webster, and 
106 for ADM Racing's Klaus 
Kloffenbock, sixth today. 


500cc Grand Prix 


Schwantz knew that his hand injuries 
would make it a long race, so he decid- 


ed to get out front early and control the, 


pace. Cadalora stuck with him followed 
by Kocinski, Itoh, and Barros. 

Cadalora took over the lead on the 
third lap, he and Schwantz separating 
from what became a five-rider fight for 











Kocinski/Cagiva on pole 


ince it was the third Grand Prix in Spain this 
S year, finding a name for the final race of the sea- 

son became something of a chore. Officially it 
was called the FIM GP, but it might as well have 
been called the Meaningless GP, at least for the bulk 
of the 500cc class. Very little of consequence was on 
the line - only a few spots in the final championship 
standings - and the absence of three-time World 
Champion Wayne Rainey was palpable. 

For only the third time in its history, and the first 
time this year, a Cagiva made its way to the pole 
position, this one guided by U.S. GP winner John 
Kocinski (right). The 25-year-old set a new qualifying 
record of one minute, 32.849 seconds, averaging 
92.759 mph on the 2.392-mile circuit just outside of 
the Spanish capital of Madrid. Recently crowned 
World Champion Kevin Schwantz had held the pre- 
vious mark of 1:33.940 which he'd set during the last GP held here, in 1991. 

Still, Kocinski felt that he could use a little more power out of the corners. 

“We're still trying to make up for the lack of acceleration,” Kocinski said. “The 
team’s trying hard. It’s not like Laguna where there are fast corners and short straights. 
It doesn’t slow you up as much. Here there are a lot of first gear and stop-and-go cor- 
ners. 

“The bike has not changed that much since I first rode it just four GPs ago, it’s just 
adjustments and small changes. Like I said then, it’s a case of me learning how far to 
take the 500 and getting it set up right. It’s the guy who has the bike set up best who 
goes fastest.” : 

The middle two spots on the front row of the grid were taken by Lucky Strike 
Suzukis, Brazilian Alex Barros upstaging teammate and World Champion Kevin 
Schwantz by a quarter of a second. Since Schwantz had clinched the World 
Championship, it was the first race that Barros felt he could go out and win without 
facing any consequences. 

“When Kevin was trying to win the championship, I knew I couldn’t really win. It 
affected me inside. Now I know I can go for the win and I'm riding better,” Barros said. 

He added that he thought he might have gone better if he'd been able to sort out his 
machinery a little sooner. 

“My best lap came when my bike wasn’t quite right,” the 22-year-old said. “Later 
we changed the suspension and it came better, but then I didn’t have the right tire on. 
‘Then practice was over and we had not more time, but I think it would have been pos- 
sible to go faster. I think I have a good chance of winning tomorrow, though it is not so 
easy to predict. I do know that two weeks ago in Laguna I decided to stay safe to be 
sure of third place for my first rostrum with Lucky Strike Suzuki.” 

Barros finished second in the U.S. GP moving up a place late in the race when Mick 
Doohan fell. 
Schwantz was third fastest, the 29-year-old Texan looking for his first race win since 
‘the Dutch TT at the end of June. If he was going to do it here his injured right hand 
would have to cooperate and he wasn't sure that was going to happen. 





“At the moment I can go for 10 or 12 laps before I start to lose feeling,” 
Schwantz said. “Dr. Costa has been giving me laser and ultra-sound treatment and 
might try injections if he's not happy with the progress. I'd like to do real well in 
the last race of the season and the bike is pretty close now except for a few prob- 
lems with the front contact in slow corners. It’s pretty easy to ride and I could do 
the times without trouble. I have nothing to gain and everything to lose, but I'll try 
a keep myself out there, and if I'm in a position to try and win, that's what I'll 

o.” 


The first Honda was at the far end of the front row, Rothmans Honda's Shinichi Itoh 
scoring his first front row start on the fuel-injected Honda NSR500. . 

“The fuel injection just keeps getting better,” Itoh said. “And the big thing here is 
that we've got it working well on a tight, twisty track for the first time. The bike gets 
out of turns so much better now.” : 

Fifth fastest, on the pole for the second row, was Marlboro Robert’s Yamaha's Luca 
Cadalora, the Italian testing tires during much of Saturday's qualifying session after 
having been fastest in Friday’s. 

“We tried a lot of tires in that session,” the 30-year-old Italian said. “And I was a lit- 
tle late changing over to my last tire. We were trying to put a lot of laps in for 
endurance testing and after we'd made the change there was only time for one more 
lap. The bike is working well, though we still have one more front to try in the morning 
warm-up, 

“Things look good for the race. but it isn’t easy to race in a group here and the start 
will be vital. If you're not in the first two or three into the first turn you can lose a lot of 
time on the first lap,” Cadalora added. 

Next up was Daryl Beattie, the Australian looking for a way to get his Honda to go 
over the track’s many bumps. 

“The suspension is what counts here. We've been trying to get the bike to ride the 
bumps and hold a good line at the same time,” Beattie said. “You certainly can’t say 
that my performance was real flash, in fact this afternoon we seemed to go round in 
circles. I felt confident that I could improve my times, but we simply didn’t get things 
right.” 

ae Valvoline’s Niall Mackenzie was seventh fastest, his best qualifying time of 
the year after finding the ROC Yamaha was close on set-up right out of the box, partial- 
ly because the team was getting some tire help. 

“We're pretty close to Daryl and the other guys on the front,” the Scottish rider said. 
“For some reason the bike went well straight away. The bumps at Laguna helped us set 
up for here. Dunlop gave us some good tires they had since Wayne (Rainey) is out.” 

The final rider on the second row was Cagiva’s Doug Chandler, the northern 
Californian losing precious time trying to sort out his gearbox and losing the use of his 
better bike when it lost 500 rpm early in the second session. a 

“T had a hard time getting the gearbox right in every session,” Chandler said. 
“Friday I used a five-speed, but I lost too much time with it. ; 

“The track has gotten bumpier all weekend. There is no way to go off into turn 11 
without going over the ripples. When we got here it was smoother. You can see thé rip- 
ples and the pavement waving up. They re-paved it two weeks ago. Normally it’s sup- 
posed to be three months, but because they cancelled South Africa late they had to do it 
now.” oe. 7 : 

Two Spaniards and a Brit and a German filled out the third row, Marlboro Honda | 
Pons’ Alex Criville and Juan Lopez Mella ahead of Padgetts’s Motorcycles John _

third with Criville joining the 
fray on the Marlboro Pons 
Honda. But Schwantz was back 
out front on the next lap, a lead 
that would last for four laps. 

Cadalora was back at the 
point on the eighth lap, 
Schwantz briefly second as the 
riders behind began to close up. 
Kocinski moved by Schwantz on 
the 10th lap though the pack of 
six riders - Cadalora, Kocinski, 
Schwantz, Itoh, Barros, Beattie - 
were running nose to tail. 
Further back, Criville was circu- 
lating alone after having muffed 
the start. 

“The crucial point has been 
the start,” said Criville. “If I had 
a good start surely I could fight 
in the group of leaders.” 

As the race approached the 
midway point, Schwantz began 
to drop back as he lost feeling in 
his right hand. To try to restore 
sensitivity, Schwantz would 
take his hand off the throttle and 
shake it while holding the throt- 
tle wide open and steering with 
his left hand while on the 1100- 
yard straightaway. 

“In the beginning, after the 
fifth lap, I was having trouble,” 
the Texan said. “I tried to 
change the way I was gripping 
the bar and the way I went into 
the corner on the brakes. It was 
really tough riding. I was in fifth 
or sixth spot and thought about 
pulling in, but I'd finished every 
race except for Donington.” 


The lead was assumed by Kocinski 
on the 13th lap, Cadalora shuffled back 
to second with Itoh moving up to third 
on the fuel-injected Honda. Itoh dis- 
placed Cadalora on the 16th lap and on 
the next moved into the lead. Cadalora 
was beginning to have trouble with his 
front tire and would last one more lap 
before sliding off in turn eight, the 
Portago corner. 

“I was just waiting,” Cadalora said. 
“Itoh was ahead and 1 was happy to 
wait for him to start to tire near the end 
before making a move. I’d not had any 
problems at the corner where I fell. 
Some corners I knew I was trying, I 
could feel I was on the limit, but not that 
corner. Suddenly the front tire slid 
away. I had no chance of getting it 
back.” 

His ‘spill, on the 18th lap moved 
Barros to third, behind Itoh and 
Kocinski, and Beattie to fourth ahead of 
Schwantz. 

Itoh held about a 50-yard advantage 
on Kocinski, who had the same on 
Barros, on the 20th lap, but Kocinski, 
who was losing ground to the accelera- 
tion of the Honda, decided to make his 
move. Unfortunately, it was a lap too 
late.

Coming out of turn 11, a fast down- 
hill left known as the Bugatti corner, 
Itoh highsided right in front of Kocinski. 
Kocinski, who couldn't avoid hitting 
Itoh, ran over Itoh's legs before coming 
to a stop in the sand pit. He picked the 
Cagiva up and tried to get it going with 
the help of a corner worker, but another 
corner worker was pushing him toward 
the hay bales, prompting Kocinski to 
take a swing at him. Eventually he got 
going, but as he pulled away his right 
front brake rotor, which had been dam- 
aged in the crash, came apart and pieces 
of carbon fiber flew off the bike. His day 
was done. 

“I was making a run at him because 
he was pulling me so bad off the cor- 
ners,” Kocinski said. “I thought Id fol- 
low him, then get him on the brakes at 
the end of the straight. I was about six 
inches behind him when he did the clas- 
sic highside. If it had been a lap earlier, I 
could have missed him.” 

With the two leaders out, Barros took 
over the lead. Beattie inherited second, 
and Schwantz was third and happy that 
he kept going. 

“Things started falling into place, lit- 
erally,” Schwantz said. “One guy fell 
and I thought, ‘okay, I’m up to fifth.’ 















































Then another and another and I 
thought, ‘I’m in third place.’ I’ll take 
third any way I can get it.” 

Barros, who had led two GPs this 
year only to crash in the final stages, 
remembered those times and kept his 
wits about him this time to score his first 
GP victory. 

“It was a hot day, and though the 
track wasn't so slippery, we were all 
sliding a lot,” Barros said. “I saw 
Cadalora crash in front of me, then Itoh 
did the same, taking Kocinski with him. 
I knew it was because of tires and that 
now I was leading, I must be very care- 
ful. I also thought a little of the times I 
had crashed while leading, so I just kept 
a careful eye on my pit board to see that 
Beattie wasn't catching, and made sure 
to finish.” 

Beattie crossed the line about five 
seconds back and credited part of his 
success to adjustments he’d made to his 
front suspension. 

“Basically, in qualifying I did reason- 
able times and I knew I could put five of 
those together, but maybe not a whole 
race,” Beattie said. “We changed a lot 
with the forks. We wouldn’t have been 
that consistent in the race without the 
changes. We would have struggled a lot. 
I made a half reasonable start and man- 
aged to keep up with the leading riders. 
My main aim at the start of the race was 
to make sure the others did not pull too 
far ahead of me.” 

Schwantz crossed the line in third, 
about 13 seconds back, but five up on 
Criville whose late-race charge stalled. 
Since Schwantz’s crew had known that 
his spot was secure for much of the sec- 
ond half of the race, they’d stopped giv- 
ing him intervals. 

“By then I was so far back that my pit 
had stopped signaling the gap from the 
leaders, but as the others fell out, I was 
able to keep going and hang on to 
third,” Schwantz said. 

After a number of difficult races, 





Criville was content to finish 
fourth. 

“The engine ran well, but I 
had a little rear suspension prob- 
lem which meant I couldn’t real- 
ly get on the gas hard exiting 
slower corners,” the Spaniard 
said. 

Fifth place went to Chandler, 
the Cagiva rider spending most 
of the time riding alone after an 
early challenge. 

“I was pretty much on my 
own after I got back past 
Reynolds and the bike was the 
best it has been all week,” 
Chandler said. “I'm pretty 
happy with it. At least 1 finished 
one.” 


His teammate, Mladin, fin- 
ished sixth after losing a lot of 
ground in a first turn incident in 
what is likely his final race with 
Cagiva. 

“I made a good start, but then 
I got hit at the first corner, then I 
hit someone else and I was way 
back,” Mladin said. “I had to put 
my head down after that and by 
halfway through the race the 
rear tire was finished. I saw that 
with six laps to go I was six sec- 
onds behind Garcia and Mella, 
but I didn’t think I could catch 
them. I just kept trying.” 

Spaniard Juan Lopez Mella 
fell with four laps to go, moving 
Yamaha Motor France’s Bernard 
Garcia and Mladin up a notch. 
Mladin, passed Garcia on the 
final lap. 

Behind Garcia came Team 
Valvoline’s Mackenzie, the 
Scotsman losing his front brakes 
on the fourth lap while in eighth, 
dropping all the way back to 27th. He 
adjusted the front lever and slowly 
began to claw his way back a spot at a 
time, though he used up his rear tire in 
the process and had to settle for eighth. 


250cc Grand Prix 


The numbers coming into the final 
race were simple. In order to add the 
250cc World Championship to his 125cc 
title, Capirossi had to finish third or bet- 
ter if Harada won the race. 

At the start of the race it was the 
Aprilias that would go out fast, 
Reggiani leading teammate Jean- 
Philippe Ruggia. Rothmans Honda's 
Tadayuki Okada was third before crash- 
ing out on the second lap. He suffered 
only a minor elbow injury. 

The shunt moved Romboni into third 
ahead of Biaggi and Harada's teammate 
Pier-Francesco Chili. Sixth and seventh 
at the time were Harada and Capirossi, 
the two feeling each other out early. 

Chili was the first to begin dropping 
back, though Romboni couldn't match 
the early pace and fell to the champi- 
onship contenders on the sixth lap when 
he said his rear tire began to go off. 

Ruggia had taken over the lead on 
the second lap, dropping Reggiani to 
second. On the seventh lap Biaggi 
would drop him to third, with Harada 
and Capirossi just behind, It became a 
five-rider pack, Romboni dropping off 
the pace considerably. 

“After the third lap, my rear tire 
started to go off,” Romboni said. “I was 
sliding badly and had no chance to fol- 
low the pack.” 

The order would remain the same for 
one more lap before Capirossi made his 
first mistake, passing Harada needless- 
ly. He would move farther forward, tak- 
ing over third on the 12th lap, before 
settling back to fourth behind Ruggia, 
Reggiani, and Biaggi. 

As the riders approached the 
halfway point Ruggia remained in front, 





but it was a tight bunch, though no one 
was too anxious to show their hand too 
early. 

The first to make a mistake was 
Ruggia, the Frenchman crashing on the 
entrance to a slow left-hand carousel. 

“Tm very unhappy with this bad end 
of a good season,” Ruggia said. “I won 
twice, I was competitive, but in this last 
race I crashed because of a big slide of 
the front end of my Aprilia at the 
moment I was leading. But now I have a 
fracture in my left arm and I must wait 
60 days to ride again.” 

Biaggi inherited the lead with 
Reggiani second, but the two would 









swap the lead for the next few laps with 
Capirossi and Harada hard behind. 

The race would be decided, for the 
most part, on the 22nd lap when 
Capirossi ran off the track while chasing 
Harada. He dropped from third to 
fourth, but lost valuable ground to 
Harada who would take over the lead 
on the next lap. 

“When the back end slid out down 
the hill, I couldn't control it. I had to run 
off the track,” Capirossi said. 

Though Reggiani didn’t give him 
much breathing room, and dueled with 
him for a while, Harada stayed in the 
lead and crossed the line victorious, the 
race and championship winner. 

“I went as fast as I could at the begin- 
ning. Capirossi was in front of me so I 
decided to save the tires,” Harada said. 
“I didn’t think about the World 
Championship from the beginning at 
all. Even if I dropped to second place I 
would not be disappointed.” 

But Reggiani was disappointed. 

“When Harada passed me he was too 
much faster,” Reggiani said. “He passed 
me, I passed him, he passed me again. I 
think his performance at the end of the 
race made it impossible for anybody to 
beat him. 

“I'm not satisfied with this second 
place,” he continued. “Today I raced for 
winning and to be second isn’t good 
enough for me. In the last laps I had 
some problems with the rear tire and 
was impossible to open the gas coming 
out from the slower corners and I was 
also very tired. I had some physical 
problems in braking, so it was impossi- 
ble to beat Harada. I'm satisfied only 
with third place in the championship. It 
is a very good result after the difficulty 
in the beginning of the season.” 

Starting from the third row of the 
grid made it difficult for Biaggi, the 
Italian finishing third about 5.5 seconds 
behind Reggiani. He was the only one of 
the front-runners using Michelin tires 
and his rear was completely worn when 
he came in. 

“From the start I rode as hard as I

could and immediately I got up with the 
leading group,” Biaggi said. “It was no 
problem to race with them, but towards 
the end of the race my tires were com- 
pletely finished. As I didn’t want to 
crash like I did in Misano and Laguna 
Seca, I decided to back off and go for a 
finish.” 

Fourth place was something of a sur- 
prise, Ducados Honda Pons’ Alberto 
Puig taking the spot after picking up the 
pace and turning in his two fastest laps 
in the final stages of the race. Puig had 
been given a shot prior to the race to 
ease the pain in his still-injured right 
wrist. Early on, his hand was numb and 
he had no feeling until the middle of the 
race. He passed fellow Honda riders 
Capirossi and Romboni with two laps to 
go. At that point Capirossi’s hopes had 
been somewhat diminished, but a fall by 
the second or third placed riders would 
have guaranteed him the title. 

Romboni, however, ever the good 
soldier, stayed behind his fellow 
Honda-mounted Italian to take sixth. 

“When Loris Capirossi dropped 
back, I could have passed him, but as I 
wasn’t sure what would happen in the 
front, I didn’t want to wreck his chance 
to become World Champion,” Romboni 
said. “For me, It didn’t make any differ- 
ence to finish fifth or sixth in this race, 
so I decided to stay behind.” 

Exact Software-DC Sports Patrick 
van den Goorbergh was a season best 
seventh in front of the fading Telkor 
Valesi Yamaha of Chili. 

Daytona-Pit Lane Racing’s Carlos 
Checa also had his best finish of the 
year, taking ninth, one better than 
Mohag Aprilia’s Eskil Suter. eN

orld Individual Speedway Cham- 
Wee: “Sudden” Sam Ermolenko 

came home to the Orange County 
Fairgrounds, battled his way past a field 
that included six former National 
Champions, and emerged with the 
Coors Dry U.S. National Speedway 
Championship. The Californian sur- 
vived a serious crash in a pivotal con- 
frontation with defending champion 
Chris Manchester - just 20 years old - 
and went on to post a maximum score 
of 15 points to join Bruce Penhall as the 
only riders ever to win the World and 
U.S. National titles in the same year. 
Ironically, Ermolenko took the title 
away from Manchester without ever 
racing him, as the youngster was 
excluded from the pair's only head-to- 
head match-up, for touching the tapes 
on the restart. 

A spectator turnout estimated at 5500 
was on hand to watch Ermolenko's bid 
for the title and the $4500 winner's share 
of the $12,500 purse. Strangely enough, 
prior to the meeting, Ermolenko wasn't 
considered the biggest threat to take 
Manchester's title. Insiders had tabbed 
former two-time National Champion 
“Flyin’” Mike Faria as the man most 
likely to regain the title that Manchester 
had wrestled away from him one year 
ago. Consequently, Faria's expectations 
were sky high. 

“I want it,” Faria said prior to the 
event. “There was a lot of talk about the 
problems that I had this year with my 
equipment. I’ve got something to 
prove.” 

Likewise, Manchester was confident 
that he would repeat as the champion. 

“I've got the number one on my 
back,” said Manchester, who was sport- 





ing a shaved head and eyebrows for the 
race. “They've got to chase me.” 

Ermolenko would get the opporunity 
to draw first blood as he took to the race 
track in the first heat of the night, join- 
ing Brent Werner, Robert Pfetzing and 
Gary Hicks. After an aborted first 
attempt to get the program started when 
the gate malfunctioned, the restart was a 
preview of things to come - more 
restarts. 

On the restart, Pfetzing and 
Ermolenko collided while trying to 
occupy the same spot on the race track. 
Ermolenko went down, taking Hicks 
with him. 

The second restart was no better as 
Pfetzing and Hicks bumped each other 
and again crashed. Pfetzing, who had 
cracked a collarbone at the Costa Mesa 
round of the U.S. National Qualifiers, 
was slow in getting up and in obvious 
pain. Referee Bill Heinlein had seen 
enough and ordered the riders behind 
the wall, opting to start heat two and 
run heat one at the end of the first 
round. 

Faria’s first ride came in heat two. He 
was joined by 1987 National Champion 
Brad Oxley, Charlie Venegas and John 
Aden. Venegas led the pack into the first 
turn with Oxley diving to the pole to 
take up the chase. Faria had gotten a 
poor start, and was stuck in third place, 
making a desperate attempt to catch the 
leaders. Just before Jerry King waved 
the white flag, Oxley parked momentar- 
ily in turn four, but Faria was too far 
behind to do anything about it. Venegas 
remained in control for all four laps, tak- 
ing an important win for three points. 
Oxley took home two points for second, 
and a disappointed Faria ended up with 
a single point for finishing third. 

“I don’t know what the problem is,” 
Faria said. “Especially since I had the 
pole. I’ve gotta go for it.” 
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Venegas, on the other hand, was 
encouraged by his good start. 

“| just went out and did what I could, 
and what ] knew I could do,” Venegas 
said. “It was only the first heat, but I 
believe we can keep it going from 
there.” 

Manchester made his debut in heat 
three along with Steve Lucero, northern 
California Champion Bart Bast, and 
another two-time National Champion, 
Bobby Schwartz. Manchester showed 
the crowd that he was set on keeping his 
title for another year by taking control 
of the start and running away from the 
rest of the field for the win. Lucero beat 
Schwartz into turn one and held him off 
for second place. Bast brought up the 
rear, failing to score a point. 

Heat four pitted two northern Cali- 
fornia riders against two riders with 
extensive overseas experience. Crowd 
favorite Billy Hamill, who had arrived 
from Europe only one day before the 
event, was starting in gate number four 
while former British leaguer Lance King 
had the pole. Sandwiched between them 
were Jim Sisemore and Alan Christian, 
the 1985 National Champion. As the 
tapes flew, Sisemore seized control of 
the start as King dropped to the pole in 
an attempt to knock Hamill to third 
place. Christian tailed off last and fell in 
turn four as the field completed the first 
lap. Christian was quickly up, and the 
race continued. Hamill and King jock- 
eyed for position with Hamill establish- 
ing control of second place as he went 
after Sisemore. But Sisemore rode 
smoothly to the checkered flag, taking 
the win and the three points that went 
with it. Hamill crossed the line in sec- 
ond, shaking his head as he returned to 
the pits. 

The round closed out with the re-run 
of the opening heat. Ermolenko grabbed 
the lead at the start and scored a con- 





vincing win over Werner. Hicks and 
Pfetzing, meanwhile, bumped and 
ground their way around the tiny Costa 
Mesa oval in the rear with Hicks grab- 
bing the last point. 

Faria's chances for a third title were 
dealt another serious blow in the open- 
ing heat of round two. Coming from 
gate three, Faria beat polesitter Hamill 
to the first turn and looked to be back on 
form, but a red flag was thrown when 
Brent Werner crashed and Bast layed it 
down to avoid him. Faria again took the 
pole away from Hamill on the restart 
and appeared to be headed for his first 
win of the night. But as the riders went 
in to turn three to conclude lap two, 
Faria's GM exploded, forcing him to 
straighten up in mid-corner. Hamill had 
no place to go and slammed into Faria, 
sending both riders to the ground. 
Hamill got the worst of it and was down 
on the track for several minutes. The ref- 
eree ruled that Faria had caused the 
crash, and disqualified him. The crowd 
booed its disapproval of the call as Faria 
sat on the track in shock, but he was out 
- his hopes of a third National Champ- 
ionship dashed. 

Hamill got back on his feet and par- 
ticipated in the restart. In an amazing 
display of poise, he shook off the crash 
and blew the field away, going wire to 
wire over Werner, Bast, and reserve 
rider Bobby Hedden. 

Manchester, Venegas and Sisemore, 
all round one winners, met in heat six. 
Manchester again won in convincing 
fashion over Venegas, Sisemore, and an 
off-the-pace Pfetzing, who pulled out of 
the meeting after the round, too sore to 
continue. 

Ermolenko came from gate four in 
heat seven, facing Lucero, who was on 
the pole, King and Oxley. Lucero stole 
the start, but Ermolenko stayed close 
through turn one and tried to take the 
lead by going to the inside down the 
backstraight, and then to the outside in 
three and four. Lucero held Ermolenko 
off, momentarily. As they came into 
turn one on the second lap, Ermolenko 
squared off the corner on the outside 
and then dove to the inside to grab the 
lead coming off turn two. Ermolenko 
held Lucero off for the remaining two 
laps, scoring a popular win and remain- 
ing even on points with Manchester. 

Aden looped out on the starting line 
in heat eight and was disqualified. On 
the restart, Hicks scored his first and 
only win of the night by running com- 
fortably in front of a dogfight between 
Schwartz and Christian. On the last lap, 
Christian drifted wide just as Schwartz 
hooked up, and the two raced across the 
finish line virtually even. The referee 
awarded Christian second place. 
Schwartz, who was not having one of 
his better nights, was left with third, and 
Aden’s replacement Andy Northrup 
was fourth in the last heat of the round. 

The first heat of round three was a 
controversial one. Venegas led Lucero 
into turn one as Christian and Werner 
brought up the rear. Werner slid out in 
turn four, tasting the turf one more time 
while Christian caught Lucero and 
Venegas on the front straight. Venegas 
parked it hard in turn one and clearly 
jumped the inside pole with both tires 
as Christian laid it down to avoid a colli- 
sion. The race was red-flagged and ref- 
eree Heinlein allowed all the riders to 
restart. Lucero was outraged. 

“Venegas parked it so bad and then 
he went into the infield. Then they red- 
flagged it for Alan (Christian), and they 
didn’t throw anyone out,” Lucero said. 
“Venegas crossed the pipe. That's ille- 
gal.” 

The race resumed, and Venegas led 
Christian and a still-angry Lucero across 
the finish line to pick up the three points 











and stay in the hunt for the champion- 
ship, only one point behind Ermolenko 
and Manchester. 

“Things could have gone either 
way,” Venegas said later. “Fortunately, 
they went in my favor.” 

For Faria, heat 10 would only add 
insult to injury as he touched the tapes 
and was disqualified for a second time. 

“Something went wrong with the 
motor in that heat with Billy,” said a 
dejected Faria. “In the last heat, Bobby 
(Schwartz) jerked back. When he jerked 
back, I went forward. My concentration 
is gone.” 

Schwartz finally put together a 
strong start in heat 10, coming from the 
pole and posting his first three-point 
ride of the event over King, Northrup 
and Hedden. 

Heat 11 was another Ermolenko ben- 
efit; the World Champion again nailed 
the start and ran uncontested to the win 
after his main competition, Jim Sise- 
more, bumped with Aden and went 
down in turn three on the first lap. 

Manchester was up for his third ride 
in heat 12, which promised to be inter- 
esting as he would face a struggling- 
but-improving Hamill, who had the 
opportunity to play spoiler. But Man- 
chester was away before the tapes had 
reached the top of the gate and he bolt- 
ed into turn one with the lead. Hamill 
went high and low in search of the drive 
to catch the streaking Manchester, but 
the damage was done. Manchester 
remained perfect. A clash between the 
National Champion and the World 
Champion was now inevitable. 

“I'm pretty confident tonight, but 
Sam (Ermolenko) is riding really well 
and he’s the World Champion,” Man- 
chester said. 

Ermolenko was thinking the same 
thing. 
“He (Manchester) has definitely got 
an advantage riding on the smaller 
tracks just as I have on the bigger 
tracks,” Ermolenko said. “But if anyone 
can try to put him in his place, I'll give it 
my best shot.” 

Schwartz and Hamill continued their 
drives toward the podium with wins in 
heats 13 and 14, respectively. 

The much-anticipated showdown 
between Manchester and Ermolenko 
came in heat 15, and the crowd was on 
the edges of their seats in anticipation as 
the riders lined up for the start. 
Ermolenko would start in gate two and 
Manchester in three. Christian was on 
the pole, and while he wasn’t having the 
best night, could still be considered a 
factor. Faria was lined up in gate four. 
When the tapes flew, Ermolenko and 
Manchester left the line like they were 
riveted together and blasted into turn 
one. But just as it looked as though 
Ermolenko had established an advan- 
tage, Manchester hooked up and drove 
into Ermolenko’s rear wheel, sending 
both riders to the ground in a vicious 
highside. Ermolenko was down for 
quite a while as Manchester stood by, 
showing obvious concern. 

Both riders participated in the restart 
with Manchester having the clear 
advantage, as it was unclear what effect 
the crash would have on Ermolenko. 
But Manchester folded his hand by 
touching the tapes and drawing an 
exclusion. Manchester went from hero 
to zero, and suddenly found himself in a 
fight to earn a podium position. 

“That's a bummer of a way to lose,” 
Manchester said. “But Sam rode great 
tonight, and he deserved it. It was an 
honor to race against him.” 

With Manchester gone, Ermolenko 
still wasn't able to relax. Christian diced 





“I’m not counting 
my chickens before 
they hatch,” Ermolenko 
said. “But I'm going 
good, and the bikes are 
going good. Every- 
thing’s fine.” 

Venegas survived 
heat 16 to remain only 
one point down after 
King and Hicks 
crashed, causing yet 
another restart. 

Proving that it was 
nothing more than bad 
luck and not his lack of 
talent that cost him the 
crown, Manchester 
opened up the final 
round. with a half- 
straightaway win over 
Werner, King and Hed- 
den in heat 17. Oxley 
posted a popular win in 
heat 18, coming from 
behind to pass Bast in 
the last corner before 
the checkered flag. 

Ermolenko lined up 
on the pole in heat 19. 
Standing between him 
and the title were 
Schwartz in two, + 
Hamill in three and 
Venegas in four. Vene- 
gas, who was the only 
rider with a clear shot 
at Ermolenko, desperately wanted to 
beat him and force a run-off for the title. 

But Venegas tried too hard. When the 
tapes flew, Ermolenko shot into the lead 
while Venegas trailed the field into turn 
one and then slowed, allowing Schwartz 
and Hamill to pass. Ermolenko ran up 
front for the whole race while Venegas 
played catch-up. When it was over, 
Ermolenko was the new U.S. National 
Champion, making his five-year come- 
back complete. 

“Im really happy for all my sponsors 
and for the public that has supported 
me over the years,” Ermolenko said. “To 
bring back the World Championship to 
them and now back it up with a Nation- 
al title; I’m so proud to be an American. 
I’m sure I’ve made a footprint in Ameri- 
ca again, and I hope they'll remember 
over here now since I’ve been gone so 
long.” 

Faria finally roared to life in event 20, 
closing the 1993 National Championship 
with his only win of the night. 

The final standings showed that 
while Ermolenko was clearly on top 
with 15 points, and Manchester had 
secured second with 12, Hamill and 
Venegas were tied on 11, and a run-off 
for third place was in order. Venegas 
may have let the title slip through his 
fingers, but he wasn’t about to lose his 
spot on the podium. He controlled the 
start from the outside position and beat 
Hamill to secure third place, his best- 
ever finish in a major meeting. 

“I had a good year,” Venegas said. 
“Things paid off for us in the runoff. It 
could have gone either way, but I’m 
proud to be where I am with third.” 

Ermolenko is the first overseas-based 
rider to win the National Championship 
since Kelly Moran won his second title 
in 1984. While Moran remained state- 
side to defend his title, Ermolenko will 
only see limited action in the U.S. dur- 
ing his rein, though he hopes to return 
in December for the Costa Mesa Fall 
Classic. In fact, Ermolenko won't even 
be home long enough to properly cele- 
brate his win. 

“We have a brunch planned at the 
Queen Mary on Sunday, and then 
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Chris Manchester (left) looked strong until he was disqualified in heat 15.

Slight plays the spoiler serra

MONZA, ITALY, SEPT, 26 
he good news for Kawasaki fans is 
T simple: Scott Russell still holds his 
slim lead in the World 
Championship point standings after the 
Italian round of the series, run in the rain 
on the legendary Monza circuit that runs 
through a city park in Milan. The bad 
news for Kawasaki fans: It could have 
been even better for Russell with a little 
help from his teammate Aaron Slight. 

Although the Muzzy Kawasaki team 
scored its first 1-2 result of the season, 
team members watched incredulously as 
Slight passed his American teammate on 
the final lap of the first race, taking his 
first race win of the year, yet robbing 
Russell of three valuable points in the 
process. 

At days end, a hard-charging Russell 
and a slightly-wallowing Carl Fogarty 
kept the damage done to a minimum. 
The Georgian left a rain-swept Monza 
with 28 more points in his pocket after 
his 2-5 tally, whereas his British rival 
had to be content with 26 points after 
finishing fourth in both races. But the 
man of the day was Slight. The New 
Zealander tallied 1-2 scores in Italy, after 
following Giancarlo Falappa home in the 
second leg, for one of his best results in 
World Superbike racing. Slight’s perfor- 
mance may have pleased the horde of 
Japanese Kawasaki engineers who had 
come to see their ZXR Superbike in com- 
bat; but then again, it just might not have 
had that effect... 

“There were no team orders,” a 
slightly irritated Peter Doyle admitted 
after what should have been one of his 
finest days as a World Superbike team 
manager. “But one can expect that some 
common sense is used as the season 
draws to an end.” 

After a long discussion with their 
“disobedient” rider, the Kawasaki team 
waited for a more logical result in the 
second heat. It was not to be. As Falappa 
went away in the distance, Slight sailed 
to second place, in front of Fabrizio 


Pirovano, Fogarty and Russell, who was „et 


a distant fifth. Unable to go flat out due 
to a wrong tire choice, Russell never got 
in touch with the fearless threesome of 
Slight, Pirovano and Fogarty. The result 
of his teammate wasn't as critical this 





time; instead Slight’s second place gave 
his employer more points towards the 
constructors championship. 

The New Zealander showed in Italy 
that the fighting spirit which seemed to 
have left him in the past few months is 
back. He proved that he is not only a 
rider who finishes highly at each race, 
but that he is also a fighter who can win 
races - an important fact at this point in 
the season when team managers start 
thinking about next season. 

Slight wasn't the only one making 
headlines in Monza. Yamaha's Pirovano, 
usually dominant on his home track, had 
to be happy with two third places, which 
did, however, move him out of the 
clutches of Falappa in the point stand- 
ings. “Madman” Falappa gave a demon- 
stration in Monza that is so typical of his 
career - in one race he crashed while dis- 
puting the lead, and in the other one he 
cruised to victory in very wet and diffi- 
cult conditions. Falappa was not the only 
Ducatista letting the (small) Italian 
crowd down in the first confrontation: 
Mauro Lucchiari and Stephane Mertens 
both crashed in the same spot, all blam- 
ing a nearly invisible gasoline trail on 
the track as the cause of their trouble. 


Qualifying 

When they rebuilt the pit building at 
Monza a few years ago, the Italian archi- 
tects were inspired by the forms of a 
boat. As a matter of fact, the huge steel 
construction that lines the legendary 
Rettifilo (the front straight) of the circuit 
only lacks some lifeboats to make the 
illusion complete. Any day now we may 
read in the “Gazzetta dello Sport” 
(Italy's leading sports daily) that the pit 
building has disappeared from its origi- 
nal spot, having weighed anchor in the 
typical autumn rainstorms that had 
already scourged the north of Italy, the 
south of France and the whole of 
Switzerland. 

Now, we also know that this source 
of inspiration was not so accidental. For 
the third time, the World Superbike con- 
tenders pitched up their tents in the 
Milan city park, and for the third time it 
was going to rain cats and dogs from 
Thursday evening until Sunday evening 
- some two hours after the completion of 
the second Superbike heat. 

In the past, the high humidity did not

prevent local boy 
Pirovano from tak- 
ing a double victo- 
ry at each race.

recent weeks. The 
Ducati rider, who 
had scored only 20 
points in the six 
heats preceding the Italian round, has 
always been a force to be reckoned with. 

On the treacherous track - where dif- 
ferent layers of tarmac make racing even 
a bit more adventurous in some of its 
corners - Fred Merkel was the first to go. 
His crash occuring during Friday's first 
untimed session. 

“I had just tipped the bike'over, and 
suddenly I was hit by something on my 
knee,” Merkel said. “What-a shame this 
just happens here. I was looking forward 
to performing really good here, in front 
of the Italian Ducati fans.” 

That something was the bike of a 
local rider, who apparently felt the urge 
to go for the pole position in the early 
minutes of an untimed session. Anyway, 
Merkel crashed and injured his knee 
badly enough to make him a spectator 
for the weekend. Nevertheless, he spent 
his time well, talking to several team 
managers about next year. Flyin’ Fred, 
by the way, has already been contacted 
by two Honda teams regarding next 
year’s campaign. Apparently, he is one 
of the “lucky” guys on a list that was 
drawn up a few days earlier by the 
Japanese, one of the very few being con- 
sidered eligible for one of the factory 
RC45s that will be entered by Honda 
next year. 

Merkel’s former teammate and 
replacement in the Yamaha BYRD team, 
Baldassare Monti, was next to crash. The 
Italian, who had inherited Merkel’s ex- 
factory Yamaha YZF for this one race, 
fell from his rent-a-bike after 13 laps in 
the first qualifying practice, hurting his 
elbow (which was sewn together with 
three stitches), but possibly hurting his 
career even more. Reportedly, Monti will 
defend the BYRD colors at Donington 
Park and at Estoril, but he will be forced 
to stay home when his teammates go to 
Mexico, never to return to BYRD again. 

Quite surprisingly, both factory 
Kawasaki riders gave a demonstration of 
things to come by earning the first and 
second spots on the starting grid in qual- 
ifying. It really all came down to 15 min- 
utes. A quarter of an hour into the sec- 
ond and final practice session, the rain 
finally stopped and 15 minutes later a 
narrow dry strip of pavement formed 
around most of the race track. Fifteen 
mintues later, that was gone as the 
clouds unloaded another rain storm. 





Russell took pole position and, for the 
first time in weeks, the Georgian wasn’t 
talking about a possible switch to Ducati. 

“I had the right tires at the right 
moment,” Russell said. “I did my best 
lap on two intermediates. There was a 
narrow dry line, but two of the fastest 
right corners were still wet as hell. But I 
can’t afford to finish second to Carl 
(Fogarty) anymore. This is the time of 
the season that I must win, and I thought 
I'd better start showing my teeth in prac- 
tice. I’m happy with the help we have 
here from Kawasaki. Some of the engi- 
neers from the racing department have 
come over, and they’ve brought their 
own semi-automatic shifting system 
with them. Plus we've also used the 
engine we'd brought to Assen, but 
didn't have time to put in. Now we've 
been able to use it in practice, and it 
works pretty well. If 1 have the same 
feedback from Kawasaki next year, I’m 
sure I'll stay with them.” 

Rob Muzzy also confirmed that nego- 
tiations with Russell are going well and 
that a contract may be signed within the 
next couple of weeks. 

Slight clocked the second-quickest 
time, after having held provisional pole 
until 15 minutes from the end of the final 
session - just when it started raining 
again. 

“I couldn't believe that Scott (Russell) 
had gone faster,” Slight admitted. “The 
track was getting rapidly wet again, and 
I thought I'd made it on my last lap with 
that new Japanese engine. But still, I’m 
quite happy about this result.” 

Over in the Ducati pits, on the other 
hand, development seems to have 
slowed down a bit in the last couple of 
weeks, and Fogarty and Falappa had to 
be content with the third and fourth 
positions on the starting grid. Fifth went 
to Pirovano, and the second row was 
completed by Fabrizio Furlan, Mauro 
Lucchiari, Jose Sagardogui and Mertens. 
Tripp Nobles had put his ancient Honda 
RC30 in a surprisingly high 11th posi- 
tion, and it wasn’t the last surprise to 
come from the “Georgian Bulldog.” 

“1 still have some problems getting 
off corners; I try to compensate by keep- 
ing my cornering speed off,” Nobles 
said. “This time, however, I did have an 
extra incentive: during the last session, 
when the track started to dry up a little 
bit, Aaron and then Scotty came by and 
they were just able to inch away. I went 
as fast as I could, trying to hold those 
Kawasakis within striking distance. That 
was fun!” 

That wasn’t the case for Jamie 
Whitham, who didn’t succeed in finding 
a correct bike setup and missed the pres- 
ence of his team manager Rob McElnea. 
Only a week earlier, the young Brit had 
crashed into McElnea during a British 
national race; McElnea emerged with a 
broken thigh, a broken shoulder and 
some broken fingers. Whitham ended up 
qualifying 14th. 

Fellow Brit Terry Rymer was in even 
bigger trouble. The lanky Londoner, 
who had his B-kit bikes confiscated after 
the Assen race because of some non-paid 
invoices by his Portuguese sponsors, 
tried to qualify on his teammate Pedro 
Baptista’s standard bike. Even though 
the Yamaha proved to be fast enough on 
the straights, a problem with the rear 
suspension turned out to be fatal. The 
Englishman did not qualify. 


Race One 


The Italian World Superbike round 
has always been an occasion for the 
young Italian riders to grab racing glory. 
This time, Lucchiari, the 24-year-old pro- 
tege of Davide Tardozzi, felt called upon 
to take the Italian flag to the top in 
Monza. The Ducati rider got away first 
and headed into the first chicane (the 





Variante del Rettifilo), pursued by 
Russell, Piergiorgio Bontempi, Falappa, 
Christer Lindholm and the rest of the 
pack. 

Only a moment later, one of his 
Lucchiari's young colleagues ended his 
race in the gravel pit. In the Curva 
Ascari (the third chicane on the high- 
speed track), Bontempi went down, soon 
to be followed by several other riders. By 
that time, Russell had taken command, 
leading Lucchiari, Falappa and Mertens. 

One lap later, Mertens crashed his 
Ducati in the same corner that saw 
Bontempi lose control. On the next go- 
around, Lucchiari followed their exam- 
ple. Five laps later, Falappa cruised past 
Russell in the style that reminded many 
of the self-confident Falappa they saw 
early in the season. 

Unfortunately, this too came to an 
abrupt end. On the 10th lap, Falappa 
crashed - in the same corner as 
Bontempi, Mertens and Lucchiari. It was 
not until Virginio Ferrari did the same 
four laps from the end that the marshalls 
became suspicious about the state of the 
track there. Of course, they were helped 
in their thinking when the former 500cc 
Grand Prix winner grabbed the sand 
bucket and brush from their hands and 
started to clean the track himself. 

At the halfway stage, however, things 
started looking good for the Muzzy 
Kawasaki team. Russell had inherited 
the lead after Falappa’s crash, and Slight 
was a safe second. Pirovano and 
Fogarty, meanwhile, seemed to be get- 
ting in each other’s way as they fought 
over third place. Even more surprising 
was Tripp Nobles, who was sitting in 
fifth place. 

But as the race drew to an end, 
Russell started losing ground, and 
Pirovano had been able to escape from 
the clutches of Fogarty. Three laps from 
the end, Slight made contact with 
Russell and everybody expected the 
New Zealander to stay in his teammates 
slipstream until the flag dropped. But it 
didn’t work out that way. 

“Yd been waiting for three laps before 
I made up my mind,” surprise winner 
Slight said later. “Of course I want a 
Kawasaki rider to win the title, but I'd 
also noticed that Scott had cooked his 
tires in the first half of the race. He was 
sliding more and more, and Id been rid- 
ing in a relaxed way, and got anxious to 
lose my rhythm behind him. I finally 
decided to get past him. The new rain 
tire from Dunlop, which I used for the 
first time here, worked pretty well. Only 
in the last seven laps did it start to slide.” 








Scott Russell (11) 
came out of Italy 
with his points 
lead intact; his 
teammate Aaron 
Slight (6) was the 
hero of the race, 
posting a 1-2 
tally. 


Russell, who unlike 
Slight used the new 
engine, lost his chance 
to win in the last cou- 
ple of laps: “I could 
have won easily here,” 
he said. “The bike 
worked very well, and 
I passed Falappa with- 
out any problems dur- 
ing our short fight in 
the first couple of laps. 
But the tires went, and 
I could do nothing 
when Aaron went past me.” 

Pirovano, who during Sunday morn- 
ing warm-up practice had tried out a C- 
kit bike, which delivers its power more 
smoothly - finally opted for the more 
aggressive A-kit Yamaha, sliding his 
way to third position, in front of Fogarty 
and - Nobles. 

“This is one of the best weekends I’ve 
ever had,” Nobles said. “There was only 
one person who passed me (Pirovano), 
and when - five laps before the end - my 
pit crew showed me the + 20-sign, I 
thought Jeffry De Vries (number 20) was 
right behind me. I looked behind me, but 
I didn’t see anybody. It was only later on 
that I realized that the next guy was 20 
seconds behind! I had been seeing 
Fogarty in front of me during the whole 
race, and the red Ducati didn’t seem to 
be able to pull away. Which was another 
surprise for me.” 


Race Two 


After the excitement of the first race, 
the second heat was going to be less 
interesting. Firstly because most of the 
riders knew which tires to use, and sec- 
ondly because most stayed on board this 
time around. For Ferrari and Alex Vieira, 
however, the race ended on the sighting 
lap when both crashed in the same cor- 
ner that had already taken Ferrari in the 
first heat - ending the Italian’s one-off 
comeback. That wasn’t all. Vieira then 
tried to strangle him because of his 
“reckless driving” - which he said had 
led to the double crash. 

After both bikes and the possible oil 





Estoril - yes, or no? 


t seems that the 13th round of the World Championship Superbike Series, scheduled 
| to run October 17 in Estoril, Portugal, will likely take place - despite reports of the 


dangers the race track presents. 


After superbike racer Davide Tardozzi presented a not-so-enthusiastic report on the 
work that had been done to the Portuguese track, the top 15 riders voted on whether or 
not to take part in the last European round of the series. Eight riders voted against 

_ going; and seven voted in favor of racing at Estoril. But it now seems likely that all will 


_ go, especially since the championship is not yet decided. 


Many riders need every opportunity to score championship points. And the others 
can ill afford to allow them to do so. Among the most fervent advocates of the 
Portuguese track were Carl Fogarty, who lies second in the World Championship, and 
Stephane Mertens, sixth in the title chase. 

Francis Batta, president of the SUBRA (Superbike Racing Assocation), was very dis- 


appointed with the lack of solidarity among the superbike racers. 


“Apparently a riders’ association does not work,” he said. “The interests of each and 
every rider are very different and sometimes even contradictory. Things might be a lot 
easier if we had a strong team association that might react against the acceptance of 
dangerous tracks like Estoril. Today, all team managers agreed that there was no point 

_ in spending their time and money on a potentially dangerous circuit. But, after all, it is 
‘the riders who decide. And it is a shame that some of them just oblige their colleagues 


to go into a situation which might end in tears for some of them.” 


The Autodromo do Estoril, or more recently titled the Autodromo Fernanda Pires 
Da Silva, is an 11-turn, 2.7-mile road course which plays host to a FIA Formula One 


World Championship round. 





trail had been removed from the track, 
things got going again with Falappa 
leading the field into the first chicane. 
After three laps, the Italian had opened a 
small lead over his main rivals, led by 
Fogarty, Pirovano, Mertens, Lucchiari, 
Russell, Slight and Bontempi. 

As Falappa extended his lead to some 
seven seconds, Mertens, Lucchiari and 
Bontempi started a fade that would last 
for the entire race. At half-distance, 
Falappa was cruising around, with 
Pirovano, Slight and Fogarty battling it 
out for second place. Russell, further 
down in fifth, was followed - at a safe 
distance - by Lucchiari, Mertens, 
Bontempi, Lindholm and Nobles in 10th. 
The positions didn't change much in the 
second half of the race, except in the 
fight for second. 

Pirovano, Slight and Fogarty started 
to get nervous in the final laps, with 
positions changing each and every lap. 
Two laps before the end, things almost 
came to an end for Pirovano. The Italian 
ran into Slight at the braking point for 
the Variante del Rettifilo, and he ran off 
into the gravel pit. Miraculously, the 
Yamaha rider stayed on board and even 
managed to get back on track some 30 
feet in front of his two companions. 

In a last-gasp effort, Slight got back in 
front again, securing second place in the 
process, in front of Pirovano, Fogarty 
and Russell. For the New Zealander, this 
fine result was the icing on a good day’s 
work. 

“I never expected to do so well here 
in Monza, especially in the rain,” Slight 
admitted. “The second race was for me 
almost more exciting than the first one. 
Especially at the end when Pirovano and 
I went side-by-side into the chicane after 
the start/finish. At that moment, I 
thought Pirovano was trying to kick me 
out of the way, but then I noticed that 
his knee-slider was stuck behind mine. 
He was just trying to get rid of the thing 
before he went into the gravel pit. I 
couldn't believe what I saw. And then he 
came back onto the track just in front of 
us. I was so surprised about that move, I 
almost lost the bike when I got onto the 
gas a little too eagerly. Fortunately, I got 
him back in the last few kilometers 
before the end of the race.” 

Falappa was also quite happy about 
his new success (his sixth race victory of 
the season): “I did not have any prob- 
lems during the race. I only went very 
slowly in the corner where I had crashed 
during the first heat. This time, I also 
had better tires on, and that proved to be 
the key to success here.” 

Russell, on the other hand, looked 
back with mixed feelings: “Too bad 
somebody didn’t do their work properly 
this weekend,” he said. “I know I 
shouldn’t complain too much: my lead 














over Carl Fogarty is a bit bigger now, 
but it’s a shame that I couldn’t defend 
my chances in the second heat. I’d opted 
for the standard tires, and they worked 
out well too, but I ran into some trouble 
with the suspension.” 

Fogarty finished fourth, after a cau- 
tious race: “I didn’t want to crash here,” 
he said. “I know I’m not such a good 
rain rider, and I also know that my 
weekend will come in Donington. A few 
weeks ago, I rode a standard Ducati to a 
double victory in a national meeting. At 
the same time, I also shattered the lap 
record. Let's see what we can do with a 
full-fledged factory Ducati...” 

Nobles ended up 10th in the second 
race. eN

Kawasaki engineers have implement- 
ed changes, changes and more changes 
to the 1994 Kawasaki KX125, but per- 
haps the most important changes of all 
must be performed by the buyer. Say 
what? 

“During initial R&D testing with the 
pre-production model, we were very 
pleased with the power output of the 
KX125's motor,” said Kawasaki’s Mel 
Moore. “But lo and behold, somewhere 
along the line the production models 
have lost a bit of their snap.” 

But fret not. After extensive produc- 
tion model testing, Kawasaki engineers 
have come up with solutions to the 
“missing-power mystery.” And what 
might they be? A little cut here and a lit- 
tle cut there, but more on that later.

So what's new? 


The $4099 price tag is new, that’s for 
sure. With the ever-declining dollar-to- 
yen ratio the $400 price increase was 
inevitable, but Kawasaki is confident 
that the new KX125 is well worth it. 

The big news in the chassis depart- 
ment is an all-new frame that is 
designed to provide improved corner- 
ing characteristics while retaining the 
KX’s traditionally-superb straight-line 
stability. This was accomplished by 
shortening the wheelbase and lowering 
the steering head pipe. The end result is 
a chassis that allows the rider to cut a 
tighter corner. 

Out back, the removable subframe is 
now steel instead of alu- 
minum. Along with new 
frame gusseting, the steel sub-

frame is designed to improve the tor- 
sional rigidity of the entire chassis. The 
swingarm has also received a few 
changes and is claimed to be more rigid 
than its predecessor. 

Suspension-wise, the Kayaba fork 
and shock are basically the same as last 
year's, but both are fitted with stiffer 
springs and have received updated 
valving specifications. The insides of the 
outer fork tubes are treated with a dif- 
ferent coating process that is slipperier 
and has less friction. The shock's com- 
pression adjuster still has the same 
number of positions, but covers a wider 
range of adjustability. 

In the motor department, the engine 
has a new four-petal epoxy resin reed

top of the powerband. . . but don't worry! A simple change in main jet size, as - 
well as a few simple, easy-to-perform modifications to the sidepanels, mud flap 
and seat base will have the KX125 performing up to its intended potential. 
First, the stock 165 main jet needs to be replaced with a leaner 160. Next, a 
| pair of 1/x2” holes need to be cut in the clear plastic mud flap that covers the 
| area underneath the seat, between the fuel tank and airbox. In order to allow the 


air that passes through those holes to reach the air filter, a few of the ribs on the 
seat base must be carved away. Finally, the insides of the sidepanels must be cut 
away to allow more air to flow into the airbox through the hand holes, 
But a bike should be fast as is, you say? : 
We agree 100%, but if a rider were to pass on the 1994 KX125 because of such 
minor details, it’s quite possible that he would miss out on a bike that can be 
transformed into a winner with minimal effort. 
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valve, rather than the six-petal carbon 
fiber design of the past. The transfer and 
exhaust ports in the cylinder were 
reshaped, and the crankcases are com- 
pletely redesigned. Ignition timing has 
been reworked in order to increase low 
and mid-range power. 

The carburetor’s throttle slide fea- 
tures a small cutaway that is claimed to 
improve throttle response, and is 
mated to an all-new airbox that is injec- 
tion-molded for more-uniform, thinner 
wall thickness. The clean-air side of the 
airbox is 18% larger than last year’s, 
and the duct to the carburetor is 10% 
smaller. Kawasaki says that the new 
airbox provides better throttle 
response, greater intake velocity and 
improved low-end and mid-range 
torque. 

An all-new clutch and transmission 
features stronger shift forks and larger 
clutch plates for greater torque-handing 
capability and greater durability. The 
number of clutch friction plates has been 





reduced from eight to seven in order to 
engage more smoothly. 

Inside the gearbox, the transmission 
ratios have been reworked - first gear is 
lower and the rest are spread further 
apart. The gears themselves are also 
larger and stronger. The output shaft is 
three millimeters larger for added dura- 
bility and strength. 

Other changes include a dual-density 
urethane foam seat, that is 10mm lower 
than last year’s. The handlebars have a 
lower bend to match the lower seat 
height. The expansion chamber is new, 
as is the silencer, which has been short- 
ened 50mm. And finally, the green 
bodywork has received a facelift, as well 
as bright, new graphics. ON

‘ll be honest - my first ride 
aboard the bone-stock 
KX125 left me quite disap- 
pointed. 
The engine revved 
unusually slowly for a 125 
and lacked any type of hit - 
down low, in the middle, or up 
top. When revved out, the motor 
would pop, sputter and cough as 
if the ignition were failing. 

Enough of that. I was quick to 
return to the pits after only a few 
laps, and eager to have 
Kawasaki's Joe Wilson perform 
the recommended changes to the 
bike. 

After only a few minutes, the 
KX was ready to go, and as I 
fired it up I immediately noticed 
that the bike had become consid- 
erably louder. Once on the track, 
though, a smile quickly crept 
over my face. Gone was the 
slow-revving pig that had left 
me bogging out of the corners 
only a few minutes earlier. 
Granted, it was by no means a 
fire-breather, but the jetting and 

airbox changes worked much 
better than I expected them to. 

Though Kawasaki engineers 

- say that they concentrated on 
giving the KX more low-end and 
mid-range power than last year’s 
machine, I must say that their 
end product feels little different 
than the 1993 version. Like last 







can safely say there is 
nothing IJ really dislike 
about the “94 KX125. But, 
then again, there isn’t any- 
thing I really like about it, 
either. To me, the KX is 
about as middle-of-the-road as 
you can get, and I don’t mean 
that in a negative way, In fact, 
_ quite the opposite. 
My first impression of the new 
KX left me feeling a bit bewil- 
dered. I liked the bike but I just 
wasn't all that excited about rid- 
ing it. Nothing really stood out in 
ste mind - good or bad - when I 
abed off the KX after spinning 
my first few laps an it. Yes, the 
jetting was indeed “not quite 
_ tight” as it sputtered and popped 
at high RPM, but the little motor 
still produced good power and 
felt comparable to some of the 
_ other “94 125cc MXers Ive ridden. 










year’s, the new KX125 power- 
plant doesn’t produce much 
low-end power and it’s strength 
lies in the upper-half of the 
powerband. In comparison to 
last year’s motor, the ‘94 engine 
is definitely faster all around - 
but the horses are spread across 
the powerband in the exact same 
fashion. 

Mel Moore did mention a 
more-extensive modification that 
Kawasaki's R&D department 
has had further success with, but 
it involved removing the cylin- 
der and modifying the boost 
ports. 

“By widening the two boost 
ports three millimeters on the 
outsides, the bike is transformed 
into an absolute rocket,” said 
Moore. “This is a modification 
that we will most likely recom- 
mend in our Kawasaki Team 
Green News, but as far as a sim- 
ple, five-minute fix, we will rec- 
ommend the jetting and side 
panel modifications.” 

I had the opportunity to ride 
a machine that had the cylinder 
modifications, and as Moore 
said - the bike was a rocket. 
Power started further down low 


and hit hard in the mid-range 
before continuing on with a 
strong top-end overrun. 

While I liked our KX's motor, 
it was the bike's handling char- 
acteristics that really caught my 
attention. The new chassis, 
along with the stiffer springs 
and updated valving specifica- 
tions in the Kayaba fork and 
shock deliver what is perhaps 
the most well-rounded package 
in the class. For the first time in 
recent years, the KX will carve 
an inside line with minimal 
effort, and at the same time 
deliver a sure and stable ride at 
high speed. Though it is not as 
adept at hugging the inside line 
as a Honda CR125 and not as 
stable as last year's KX, the new 
green machine is a nice compro- 
mise. 

Unlike Suzuki's new-style 
cartridge fork, Yamaha's short- 
ened-travel fork and Honda's 
short-tubed fork, the Kawasaki's 
Kayaba units boast only minor 
changes; stiffer springs and 
revised valving. 

And that's all they needed. 

Once again, the Kawasaki has 
an excellent pair of legs. The 


forks soak up anything thrown 
their way; from square edged 
bumps to killer G-out landings. 1 
have yet to ride the new Yamaha 
YZ125, but the KX forks are the 
best in the class thus far. 

Out back, the revised shock 
works equally as well. Like the 
fork, the rear end soaks up 
most anything thrown its way. 
Last year we installed stiffer 
springs, front and rear, but the 
‘94 is already fitted with them. 
The KX125 is a handling 
dream. 

This year's brakes do a much 
better job of slowing the 
Kwacker down from speed, 
though they're still not up to par 
with the binders that come fitted 
on the Honda CR lineup. The 
front brake features a new 
caliper, revised master cylinder 
and different brake pads, and 
the result is a brake that works 
worlds better than it’s predeces- 
sor. The rear brake is strong, but 
I was able to overheat the unit 
and cause it to squeal on several 
occasions. 

When I first sat on the new 
machine it felt much smaller 
than last year’s, but after 





. After making Kawasaki's rec- 
ommended modifications to the 
sidepanels to help make the 
engine breathe better, the KX did 
run healthier but still wasn’t 
“perfect.” You could still feel the 
engine cough ever so slightly at 
high rpm and run a little rough 
when idling around at low rpm. 
At slow speeds, the KX always 
seemed on the verge of fouling a 
plug but never did. Instead, one 
good blip of the throttle and the 
engine would instantly “clean 
out.” But despite the carburetion 
“faux pas,” the KX motors 
around the track quite well - it 
pulls respectably hard out of the 
turns and down the straights. 
Even off the bottom the KX gets 
the job done, but its forte is from 
mid-range on up. On tight 
tracks, it wouldn't be a bad idea 
to get in the habit of keeping a 


finger close to the clutch lever at 
all times. 

There’s no denying that the 
KX has a great chassis, perhaps 
the best in the business. It tracks 
well and turns lightning quick, 
thanks to the new frame and 
swingarm, no doubt. I wasn’t all 
that crazy about the front sus- 
pension, but Donn thinks I’m 
crazy for not liking the fork. To 
me, the front cushion felt harsh, 
especially on one section of the 
track where medium-size stutter 
bumps had formed at the bottom 
of a fast down hill. There, I 
found myself really clamping 
down on the handlebars extra 
hard, gritting my teeth and 
searching for a new line after a 
couple of laps. Another section 
of the track - a high-speed 
straightaway - also raised my 
blood pressure a notch or two 


more than once when the front 
end shook more than 1 liked. 
Perhaps more break-in time on 
the fork would help. According 
to Donn, who has logged more 
time on the KX than anyone on 
our staff, it does. 

I had no complaints whatso- 
ever about the rear suspension. 
The rear shock required no 
major tuning for my 160-pound 
chassis, and I just never thought 
much about the back end. It 
never swapped or kicked badly; 
instead, the rear wheel stayed 
close to the ground, and dug for 
traction. 

I have always felt right at 
home on the KX125, and this 
year’s machine is no exception. 
Despite the new frame, 
swingarm and plastic, the KX 
still fits me like an old shoe - all 
of the controls are within an easy 


adjusting the new handlebar 
forward, the rider’s compart- 
ment felt just fine. The bike has 
a narrower, shorter feel than 
the ‘93, but everything about 
the new machine is comfortable 
and rider-friendly. The re- 
designed sidepanel/airbox 
juncture had absolutely no 
edges to snag the rider’s boot, 
and the new seat and radiator 
shrouds are slimmer and easier 
to maneuver on. 

The new Dunlop D737 inter- 
mediate terrain rear tire works 
well in loamy soil, and equally 
as well on hard-packed tracks. 
The knobs do, however, wear 
quickly on harder ground. As 
always, the front Dunlop K490 is 
excellent. 

In spite of the engine woes 
that the KX125 suffers from, I 
feel that the bike can be easily 
made into a real winner with 
minimal effort. Sure, it’s not the 
fastest bike in the class, but it is 
quite possibly the best handling 
bike to be found. And you know 
what they always say - it’s easier 
to make a slow bike fast. . . .

reach and operation is super 
smooth and light. Off the track, I 
also liked the new built-in “grab 
handles” for lifting.

o you think you’re a 

motorcycle trivia expert? 

Answer this question: 

Which major motorcycle | 

manufacturer celebrated | 
its 90th anniversary this year? (Hint: It | 
starts with the letter “H”). 

Actually, that was a trick question. 
The most obvious answer is Harley- | 
Davidson, but you get extra points if 
you guessed Husqvarna. Believe it or 
not, Husky began making motorcycles 
way back in 1903, and while it is true 
that they were bought out by Cagiva 
just over five years ago, the Swedish 
company has actually been around since 
1689, when they first began manufactur- 
ing guns. In the meantime, Husqvarna 
has built everything from sewing | 
machines to chain saws, but since they 
“turned Italian,” the company has been

truth is, that policy doesn’t always make 
for better products, and even the “big 
four” Japanese companies are for the 
most part only updating existing mod- 
els. 

Though there weren’t any earth-shat- 
tering changes to the new two-stroke 
lineup, Husky was proud enough of its 
three ‘94 off-road models that they 
unveiled them to several American 
motorcycle publications at a two-day 
press introduction in Massachusetts, at 
the home of former National Enduro 
Champion Kevin Hines. The four-stroke 
models had unfortunately not yet 
arrived in the States, and were thus not 
included in the introduction. For ‘94, 
Husqvarna will be importing only a 
very limited number of motocross mod- 
els into the U.S., so we weren’t able to 
ride those bikes either. The Husqvarnas 
we rode were actually pre-production 
units, but the bikes that come off the 
assembly line should be extremely close 
to what we were riding. 


Are you sure those things are 
Huskys?!? 


While it may have nothing to do with 
performance, the thost eye-catching 
modification to the new Husqvarna 
models is without a doubt the switch in 
color, from the traditional refrigerator 
white to a flashy florescent yellow. 
Actually, only the radiator shrouds and 
number plate stickers sport the new tint, 
but it’s definitely enough to grab your 
attention. Also, the seat cover now 
sports a lighter blue color than last year, 
and the fork guards are blue as well. 

As usual, with the new year come 
higher prices, but at least the increases 
are minimal with Husqvarna. At $4895, 
the suggested retail price of the WXE250 
is $250 higher than last year, while the 
360's price was increased just $200 to 
$5150. In the case of the 125, which goes 
for $4050, there is no actual “increase,” 
as Husky didn't import the tiddler 
model at all last year. Husqvarna also 
offers a WXC version of all three bikes 
for $100 less. The only difference 
between the two models is that the 
WXEs include a headlight, tail light and 
odometer, while the WXCs do not. 

Price used to be a prohibitive factor 
when buying a European-made motor- 
cycle, and while the new Huskys are not 
exactly inexpensive, the declining dol- 
lar-to-yen ratio has been beneficial to the 
“Continental” manufacturers. Like the 
‘94 KTMs, the pricing of the new 
Husqvarnas is now very competitive 
with the “big four.” Most of the ‘94 
Japanese models have undergone price 
increases of well over $300, and many 
models that are similar to the WXEs 
now have higher prices than the 
Huskys. 

The price increases on the new 
Husqvarna models are justified by more 
than just the Bold New Graphics, as the 
bikes have also undergone several per- 
formance updates. All three models 
have received the same inverted Showa 
fork, with different settings than last 
year. The Showa shock also got new 
damping settings, and the swingarms 
on all three models now undergo a dif- 
ferent welding process. Husqvarna had 
a few problems with their chain tension- 
ers being slightly misaligned last year, 
so steps were also taken during installa- 
tion to make sure that this trend was 
eliminated. 





In addition to having a new color, the 
seat cover is also thicker and is wrapped 
around a higher-density seat foam. The 
seat shape is identical to last year's, as is 
the base. 

All three models now feature 
Domino grips, which have a shape that 
is similar to the popular Scott MX2s. A 
Domino throttle housing and cable 
replace last year's Magura unit, and fea- 
ture a slightly slimmer design. Domino 
also supplies the clutch lever, which fea- 
tures a vertical groove a couple of inches 
in from the end. The groove, which is in 
the back of the lever only and does not 
affect comfort, is incorporated so that 
the lever will snap off in the center dur- 
ing a crash and in the process, save the 
perch. 


All three models also get different. 








spokes and a switch to a different alloy 
in the engine cases. 

The 125 features fiber clutch plates 
which are made of a new material, 
designed for a smoother release and 
positive engagement. When building 
Martens’ GP title-winning 633cc four- 
stroke, Husqvarna engineers found that 
they could literally “tune in” clutch per- 
formance by using different materials, 
and that technology trickled down to 
the WXE125. 

The 125 wasn’t brought into the 
country last year, though, as it was sold 
only in Europe. The ‘94 version received 
altered porting, and in an effort to keep 
noise level down, the 125 also got a dou- 
ble-walled pipe. The 250 and 360 that 
we rode sported single-walled units, 
though there is a chance that the final 








production versions will also get the 
quieter pipes. Whether or not they do, 
the pipes on both the 250 and the 360 
will feature different shapes than last 
year’s, aimed at producing more torque. 

The shifting linkage on the two big- 
ger bikes was modified and the reed 
petals are made from a different materi- 
al. 

The 125 and 360 have both received a 
piston with a flatter top, which is 
intended to reduce detonation. The 
250's piston is identical to last year’s. 


Tree-strafing with the new Hooskas 
Husqvarna was smart in that they 
didn't hold their intro in the arid, barren 
southern California desert, as their bikes 
are much better suited for the tree-lined, 
root-infested, single-track trails that

make up Hines' training grounds. Hines 
bolted up aluminum hand guards on all 
of the bikes as soon as we had pho- 
tographed them, and I was soon thank- 
ful that he did. 

While the new yellow color of the 
shrouds may take a little getting used to, 
I soon grew to like it, as well as the 
lighter blue accents. In fact, by the end of 
the intro, the “albino” ‘93 Husky race 
bike that was sitting in the corner of 
Hines’ garage was beginning to look a lit- 
tle old-fashioned. Unfortunately, I didn't 
have the same enthusiasm for the corn- 
ball “Racing Quality Leader” script on 
the number plates. It may fly in Italy, but 
it won't take English-speaking Husky 
buyers long to peel off the stickers. 

For our first ride, I started things off 











aboard the WXE360, a 
bike that I had never rid- 
den before. I was a little 
intimidated, as I had 
heard that the 360 was a 
bit of a handful in past 
years, but it really wasn’t 
bad. I admit, there was 
never any doubt that I 
was aboard an Open class 
machine, but the power 
was not overly violent. 
The 360 works best when 
ridden in a gear high, 
using its extremely 
torquey bottom end to 
grunt through the tight 
trails. When things open 
up a little, however, a 














crack of the throttle and a quick fan of 
the clutch lever will get that next bend 
in the trail to approach at a frightening 
pace. Though the 360 doesn’t have a vio- 
lent hit, it does tire the rider, especially 
in the tight stuff. 

Versatility is the strong point of the 
360’s powerband, as evidenced by 
Husqvarna employee and former ISDE 
Top American Fred Hoess, who was in 
charge of the press intro. Hoess is 
known for his banzai, feet-off-the-pegs 
style, and no doubt for his own personal 
safety, is a 125 specialist. Still, Hoess 
took a stint on the 360 during our ride, 
and was alarmingly fast on the bike. 
While he and Hines were rarely within 
eyesight of our group of lowly moto- 
journalists, Hines assured us that Hoess 
was a veritable missile aboard the Open 
class bike. 

The next day I rode the 250, and 
immediately fell 
in love with it. 
The bike’s mid- 
range power is 
its forte, though 
the powerband is 
broad enough 
that its bottom 
and top ends are 
also very usable. 
No matter which 
approach you 
take, the WXE250 
will compliment 
your style. Where- 
as the 360 was 
tiring to ride, the 
250 felt much 
more maneuver- 
able, and could 
bë ridden harder 
for a longer peri- 
od of time. It has 
the perfect motor 
for enduro rid- 
ing, which is no 
doubt why Hines 
chooses it as his personal weapon for 
the Nationals. I absolutely loved the 
bike, especially for the tight terrain of 
the east coast. 

I was reluctant to relinquish the 250, 
but as our second and final day of rid- 
ing wore on, I decided I was obligated 
to spend some time aboard the 
WXE125. Much to my surprise, I had 
even more of a blast on the tiddler than 
I did on the other two bikes. Like any 
125, the Husqvarna prefers to be 
screamed, but it is also blessed with an 
unusual amount of low-end grunt. This 
is rare for a 125, but is invaluable for 
technical enduro work, as it makes it 
possible to back off the throttle and still 
maintain forward motion when 
momentum is lost on slimy surfaces. 
However, while the motor’s basement 
is nice, it should only be used when 
necessary. The pace will be much quick- 
er when the WXE's throttle is put to the 
stops, in the style favored by both 
Hoess and Edmondson. 





One nice additional feature on the 
WXE is the large 3.4-gallon tank, a rarity 
on a 125. The black fuel cell, which is 
completely covered by the radiator 
shrouds, is the same unit that comes on 
the 250 and 360. 

Suspension on all three machines is 
perfect for eastern enduro work, as both 
ends soak up slippery roots and rocks 
with the greatest of ease. Once the sag 
was set, the only adjustment I made was 
to back off two clicks on the shock’s 
compression damping knob. The WXEs 
were a little wallowy in the whoops and 
would no doubt be too softly sprung for 
western conditions, but they're great for 
the tight stuff. 

All three Husqvarnas feature good 
geometry for enduro work. Tight cor- 
ners are best negotiated when attacked 
aggressively with the rider well forward 
on the seat, and brake-sliding the rear 
end also works well. 

Ergonomics on the Huskys are very 
good. The seat has a comfortable shape 
and the correct density foam, and the 
plastic bodywork is smooth, with hand 
holes incorporated in the side panels. 
The seat is held on by a single twist- 
fastener, allowing quick access to the air 
filter. The bikes come stock with a trick 
sidestand, which functions well but 
tucks way up where it won't catch on the 
rider's left boot. You may not ever use 
the sano little steering lock that comes 
standard on the WXEs’ headstays, but 
they could come in handy. Also, 
Husqvarna is one of the few remaining 
manufacturers to provide zerk fittings 
on the suspension linkage, making it 
easy to give the bearings a quick shot of 
lube. The kickstart levers are on the 
short side, but the bikes start well if you 
find top-dead center and give them a 
healthy boot. 

The front and rear brakes on the 
WXEs offer good feel and decent power, 
though I'd have preferred the front 
binder to be a little stronger. Clutch pull 
requires two fingers and is on the stiff 
side, but is not out of line. 

My biggest gripe with all three bikes 
centered on the shifting. Changing gears 
requires a deliberate prod of the pedal, 
especially when upshifting under 
power. The problem isn't a big one, but 
the shifting isn’t up to par with many of 
the Japanese MXers. 

I had a blast on all three Husqvarnas, 
but if I was laying down my own hard- 
earned coin, my choice would be the 
WXE250. It offered the best combination 
of good power and easy maneuverabili- 
ty, and would be hard to beat in a tough 
enduro. Now, if I could just get a ride on 
the ‘94 Husky four-strokes... a

Gerencer Jr, Wilkins come out smelling like White Roses

JEFFERSON, PA, SEPT. 26 
ed Team Harley-Davidson rider 
Lou Gerencer Jr. and Rotax-mount- 
ed Canadian Ted Wilkins launched 
up the White Rose M.C.'s hill with fast, 
flawless climbs to take top honors in the 
800 and 540cc classes, respectively. 

This marked the second time this 
year that the series made a stop at the 
popular ascent, which features a beauti- 
ful backdrop of natural scenery. The 
hosting club, which has been around for 
42 years, is known for its dedication to 
safety; the club spent substantial 
amounts of time and money reworking 
the top half of the hill to take out a dan- 
gerous kicker, which seriously injured 
Lou Gerencer Sr. and John Williams 
when the series last stopped at the 

` White Rose. The kicker was replaced at 
the 220-foot mark with a ledge that was 
cut into the side of the hill. A jump at 
the 40-foot mark was followed by a pair 
of small kickers before the ledge, and 
the hill finished with its steepest portion 
at 300 feet. 








Morning dawned cold and rainy, but 
the precipitation stopped and left over- 
cast skies. As riders arrived and pro- 
ceeded to inspect the condition of the 
changed hill, the common observation 
was that the previous day’s rains had 
left the hill wet. But most were confi- 
dent that the soil would dry for the start 
of the event. The moisture kept the dust 
down, but caused hill workers to be 
buried by dirt and rocks from the bikes’ 
huge roostertails. 

James Zucco, known for his immacu- 
late, green, stretched Kawasaki drew 
honors to start off the 540cc class. Zucco 
launched from the right side of the box, 
rolled over the first jump, and cracked 
his throttle again through the first set of 
breakers. He flew off the second jump 
and landed with good traction. Zucco 
wheelied and looped out to trip the 
lights with a time of 8.3263 seconds. 
Zucco’s return in the second round 
proved faster and smoother and secured 
seventh place with a 7.2559-second run. 

Steve Dresser returned to competi- 
tion after a dirt bike crash forced him to 
miss two rounds. Dresser put his Suzuki 





on the hill after starting from the far 
right in the box. Dresser’s start was fast 
and he caught air off the first jump. He 
caught traction and wheelied upon 
landing, but set his front wheel down in 
time to launch over the second jump. 
Dresser finished his first climb in 7.0708 
seconds. His second attempt proved 
more effective, as traction was becoming 
more abundant as the hill dried out. 
Dresser again started from the right, and 
his assault was nearly identical to his 
first one, with the exception of a faster 
6.7064-second time. This secured him 
third overall for the day. 

Ted Wilkins put his Rotax snowmo- 
bile-powered bike on the hill with his 
typical zest. His launch was quick and 
loud, and his landing from the first 
jump produced a wheelie. He adjusted 
the throttle to set the front back down 
after bobbling on the landing of the sec- 
ond jump, and fishtailed through the 
lights to a blazing 7.0148-second time. 
Wilkins’ second run was faster yet, as he 
utilized a line that was slightly off to the 
right, with a straight shot at the jumps. 
Wilkins sailed long off the second jump, 





landing right at the lights and improv- 
ing his time to 6.4620 seconds. This 
secured his fourth win of the year and 
maintained his third-place position in 
the class’ point standings. 

Winner of the previous round, Paul 
Pinsonnault put his Honda up the hill 
quickly despite a bobble after the first 
jump. His time was 6.6551 seconds, and 
he returned later with a slower 6.8963- 
second attempt. This put him in second 
place, and kept him at the front in the 
points race. 

“I knew the hill was gonna get a lot 
faster for the second run, and the bot- 
tom of the hill definitely was faster the 
second time out,” said Pinsonnault. “I 
don't know, maybe the points race has 
got me a little nervous, too, but it 
worked out in my favor.” 

In the 800cc division, the USA 
Team’s Randy Gabriel drew honors to 
start his class off with his nitro-burning 
Harley. Gabriel started on the far right, 
lost traction as he launched off the pad, 
and got sideways over the first jump. 
He used throttle control and body lan- 
guage to compensate, and flew over the 








second jump at 7.0291 seconds. Gabriel’s 
second run improved his time to 6.9281 
seconds, and secured him eighth place 
on the day. 

Gabriel’s teammate Tom Reiser 
brought his Harley-Davidson to the foot 
of the hill and fishtailed his way to the 
top, refusing to completely back off the 
throttle. His crowd-pleasing ride was 
not ideal, but still produced a 
respectable 7.1861-second time. 

“That ride was a little wild and was 
less than professional,” said Reiser. “I 
thought there was a track on the right 
side of the hill, and evidently there was, 
as Louie (Gerencer Jr.) picked me off 
and used the same groove.” 

Reiser’s second run was more effec- 
tive in execution. He started far right, 
lunged hard and twitched a little on the 
landing from the first jump. As Reiser 
fed the Harley all the nitro he could, he 
launched on up with a straight climb 
and flew over the second obstacle to 
land at the lights with a 6.2891-second 
run. The second climb assured Reiser of 
second place on the day. 

Tim Frazier set his purple BSA far 
right in the box and put the nitro-fed 
machine up the hill quickly. He bobbled 
on the landing from the first jump, and 
made some body and throttle adjust- 
ments. Frazier flew on up the hill and 
over the second jump, drifting to the left 
as he finished with a 6.5796-second 
attempt. Frazier’s second outing was 
nearly identical, only slightly faster, and 
he launched nearly 35 feet farther off the 
second obstacle. His 6.2982-second time 
assured him of third place, and put him 
in a points-race tie for third place with 
Harry Schreiber Jr.. 

“The bike's running good and I'm 
pleased,” said multi-time 540cc class 
champion Frazier, who has been 
plagued by mechanical gremlins in his 
inaugural season in the 800cc class. “I 
still made a few mistakes, but in the 
800cc class you can't make mistakes. 1 
think next year we'll be ready, and I’m 
gonna work on it real hard this winter.” 

Lou Gerencer Jr. drew 13th in the run- 
ning order, and displayed his finesse as 
he and his Harley-Davidson took another 
win. Gerencer Jr. was a rare rider to start 
from the left of the box, and hammered 
off the start towards the first jump. He 
landed slightly sideways and roosted up 
the hill with the rear end kicking. Ger- 
encer Jr. flew long off the 220-foot-mark 
jump, and tripped the clock with a 
6.2651. Gerencer Jr. didn't like the way 
the motor had sounded, so his crew 
investigated before his second run. 

“We found one of the injector nozzles 
was turned sideways, so we straight- 
ened it out, got ready to make my sec- 
ond ride, revved the thing up, and it still 
sounded like it wanted to seize up,” said 
Gerencer Jr. “So I held the throttle wide 
open until it wouldn't rev any more. 
Then I let go of the clutch. I got over the 
jump pretty good and just kept the thing 
on as hard as I could and ended up win- 
ning.” ON

LaRocco stars in 
Fall Classic debut

BUCHANAN, MI, SEPT. 26 

he famous Red Bud Track “N Trail 
T racing facility was the starting point 

for the new AMA post-season MX 
series, and newly crowned 500cc 
National MX Champion Mike LaRocco 
was the first big star to lend his name to 
the six-round series. The Kawasaki/ 
MSR/Scott/Bell/EBC/Bridgestone- 
sponsored LaPorte, Indiana, native trav- 
eled to his old stomping grounds and 
won the 250/500cc class with a perfect 
1-1 moto score. The extremely competi- 
tive 125cc class was won by journeyman 
pro Barry Carsten, who passed 
Kawasaki-mounted David Gaylord 
three corners from the checkered flag to 
clinch the second-moto win and the 
overall victory. 

Michigan’s own Jeff Curry and 
Yamaha-mounted Greg Bowen joined 
LaRocco on the podium as the second- 
and third- overall finishers, respectively, 
in the big bike class, while Michiganers 
Gaylord and Todd DeHoop followed 
Bayville, New Jersey's Carsten into the 
winner's circle as 125cc show and place 
riders. 

According to AMA official Duke 
Finch, “The object of the program is to 
provide a fall series for our guys who 
don't have a factory contract or connec- 
tions to get over to Europe and race 
after the Nationals end. This series will 
provide these riders with good competi- 
tion, National-caliber race tracks and 
hopefully earn them some recognition.” 

The purse for each of the six races 
totals $7000, split evenly between the 
two classes. LaRocco earned $800 for his 
two-moto sweep of the big bike class. 

Some of the other tracks included on 
the inaugural schedule are New Jersey's 
Raceway Park, Pennsylvania's High 
Point Raceway and Tennessee's Muddy 
Creek Raceway. 

Since the 1970s, the Ritchie family's 
Red Bud circuit has held AMA National 
MX rounds, earning the facility the dis- 
tinction of being the oldest venue on the 
schedule (and making the track older 
than many of the riders that now com- 
pete there). Unfortunately for the Fall 
Classic competitors, heavy rains late 





Saturday night turned the track into an 
early-morning quaqmire. A decision 
was made to delay practice until close to 
11:00 a.m., as the grounds-keepers con- 
tinually worked and scraped the track. 
The track was still in muddy condition 
when the first moto went off, but later in 
the afternoon the track started drying 
out. 

LaRocco, a Kawasaki factory rider, 
arrived at the track in his pick-up truck, 
his KX500 practice bike in the back. 
With his father - Mike Sr. - acting as 
mechanic rather than his regular tuner 
Tom Morgan, LaRocco dominated both 
motos in the 25-rider 250cc/Open class. 
He spent much of the second 30-minute 
long moto entertaining the crowd by 
continually clearing “LaRocco Leap,” a 
spectacular uphill triple jump named for 
the former Red Bud regular. 

In the first moto Tuf Racing's Curry 
stayed in sight on a 250cc Kawasaki, but 
was never a real threat. The second 
moto saw LaRocco build a sizeable lead 
on Hond of Troy's Todd DeHoop and 
Greg Bowen, the younger brother of for- 
mer Yamaha factory pilot Keith Bowen, 
who finished third in the moto. With 
Curry finishing outside the top 20 after 
experiencing difficulties, DeHoop 
claimed second overall with a 3-2 score, 
while Bowen's 7-3 was good for third. 
(Keith Bowen placed fourth in the first 
muddy moto aboard a Yamaha, but 
problems in race two kept him out of 
the top 20 in the moto and dropped him 
back to 11th overall). 

Fourth in the 250cc/Open class was 
Gaylord, and rounding out the top five 
overall was Montgomeryville Suzuki/ 
MSR/Tsubaki/Sunstar/N-Style/Scott- 
backed Carsten, who ran 5-5 in the 
two motos to augment his 125cc class 
win. 

One highlight to the big bike class 
was the presence of former pro MX hero 
Warren Reid, who was competing on 
the only four-stroke machine in the 
field. According to Finch, Reid’s motor- 
cycle would not have been legal for a 
regular 500cc National - the bike is a 
Honda XR600 bored out to 630cc. The 
muddy conditions weighed heavily on 
Reid’s performance and the veteran 
could only muster a 20th-place overall 
finish. 

Other unique entries in the open 
class included Chris Ridgeway, who 
rode to 16th overall on a KTM 300 that 
was pumped up to a 370cc, and Dag 
Boyesen, who rode the Kawasaki “Link” 
500 to sixth overall. 

What the 250cc/Open class lacked in 
close racing was more than made up for 





in the 125cc class. DeHoop came from 
fourth to first in the opening heat even 
after a stop to swap goggles one third of 
the way through the moto. Carsten and 
Gaylord ran a close second and third 
while Florida’s Anthony Pocorobba was 
fourth and former minicycle champion 
John Kitsch placed fifth. 

The second 125cc moto was even 
closer as Carsten took the lead in race 
two three corners from the finish, pass- 
ing Gaylord and claiming the overall 
with a 2-1 score. The Kawasaki-mount- 
ed Gaylord was second overall with a 3- 
2 tally. DeHoop was beset by problems 
in the finale. The Honda rider’s clutch 
started fading on him in the early stages 
of the race, and the trouble was com- 
pounded by a smashed pipe. DeHoop 
limped across the finish line in fifth 
place as Curry rebounded from a 14th- 
place finish in the opening moto to score 
third. Pocorobba was fourth and Kitsch 
followed DeHoop from sixth place at 
the finish. 

The program also included youth 
and amateur racing on both Saturday 
and Sunday. One highlight of the pro- 
gram was Saturday afternoon’s grass 
track Vintage program, which attracted 
112 entries. CN

ace Tech/Answer-backed Michael 
R Brandes got it all together to master 

four moto wins in the 125 and 250 
Pro classes at Silver State Raceway 
where Plenty of pros turned out for the 
north round of the CMC Trans-Cal 
Series.

In the 250cc Pro class, Rusty Holland 
got the holeshot ahead of Tyson 
Vohland, Brandes, Hawkins and 
Tirheimer. On lap three, Brandes made a 
spectacular pass gaining two positions 
with no problem, leaving Vohland in 
second and Walters in third. Brandes 
headed home for the win with Vohland 
finishing second, Holland third, Walters 
fourth and Lowell Moural Jr. finishing 
fifth. 

In the second 250cc Pro moto, 
Brandes captured the holeshot and took 
his Race Tech Suzuki to the bank with 
another flawless win. Spud Walters was 
second, claiming a second overall. Rusty 
Holland took third overall with consis- 
tent 3-3 finishes, and Vohland posted a 
fifth in the moto, giving him a fourth 
overall. Greg Allen finished fourth and 
placed fifth overall. ON

Downing claims 
Junior title at 
Victorville ont

VICTORVILLE, CA, SEPT. 19 
E ourteen-year-old Stephen Downing 





made good on his promise to cap- 

ture the United States Junior 
Speedway Championship as he went 
undefeated, scoring a perfect maximum 
in the event at Speedway USA. 

Downing, barely a year removed 
from fracturing his femur in one of the 
ugliest looking crashes in recent Costa 
Mesa history, not only took the top spot 
but did so in convincing fashion, taking 
four straight wins in the unique pro- 
gram formula that concluded after a 
quartet of heats rather than the tradi- 
tional five-ride scenario. 

Downing started off the National in 
what would become typical fashion for 
him on the day, taking the win from the 
outside starting position over Michael 
Hull and northern California's Matt 
Proto. Defending Junior National 
Champion Matt Becker took the gate 
and the win in the second heat, leading 
Brandon Mitchell and lan Ferris to the 
checkered flag. Crowd favorite Ryan 
Fisher put together four nice consistent 
laps to claim the win in the final heat of 
the first round. Fisher, who began com- 
peting as a rule exception seven-year- 
old in 1991 and had to have his already 
minimum-sized Junior frame modified 
so that he could reach the ground with 
his left foot, looked impressive as he 
stayed in front of Billy Janniro and the 
struggling Fishback, who finished in 
third. 

Fishback quickly redeemed himself 
in the first heat of round two, as he con- 
vincingly led all four laps. The second 
heat of round two provided the small 
but enthusiastic crowd with its first real 
taste of competitive tension as Fisher 
and Downing brought their perfect 
scores to gates one and two.

rounded out the heat coming from 
Downing’s immediate right in starting 
position three. Downing managed the 
start well and held off the big-hearted 
Fisher from start to finish. Mitchell fin- 
ished in the caddie position, still suffer- 
ing from that dreaded virus of consis- 
tency deficiency. Northern Cal resident 
and defending Champion Becker man- 
aged to keep his perfect score alive as he 
won the final heat in the second round. 

The crowd buzzed with anticipation 
as the opening heat of the third round 
approached the starting tapes. Fishback 
Jr. pushed at the dirt in starting lane two 
while bookended by perfect scorers 
Downing and Becker, who cautiously 
staged in the boxes on either side of 
him. Becker was on the inside pole posi- 
tion, benefiting from the luck of the 
blind draw staged just minutes prior to 
the heat. All three riders reacted differ- 
ently as the starting tapes flew up. 
Becker was the first out of the box, his 
reactions followed quickly by Downing 
who, after dropping the clutch at the 
line, immediately gained more traction 
than he desired and shot skyward in a 
classic starting line loop. Fishback, who 
was the third quickest off the tapes just 
inches behind downing, must have been 
distracted by the spectacle to his near 
right as he nearly duplicated Downing’s 
act and landed beside him on the front 
straight. Thé referee called for a com- 
plete restart and the heat was restaged 
with all the riders making the call. 
Downing proved that old adage that 
sometimes it is better to be lucky than 
good as he passed Becker in the second 
lap of the restart to put himself into the 
top points position, remaining the only 
rider with a perfect score after three 
rounds, Downing had Fishback to thank 
for his fortune, for if the rookie had not 
also crashed in the first lap, Becker 
would undoubtedly be the Junior with 
the most points sitting atop the heap. 
Fisher continued to take large chunks of 
points as he lead Hull and Ferris in the 
next ride. Janniro got his first win of the 
night in the third heat, staying just in 
front of an obviously frustrated Brandon 
Mitchell. 

With only one round left, Becker saw 
his repeat hopes further dashed in the 
opening heat when he took a second to 
the pesky Fisher. Downing now only 
needed a second place in the night’s 
final event to insure winning the title. 
Downing did better than that; despite a 
restart caused by some questionable 
rough riding that saw Billy Janniro dis- 
qualified, he dialed the rerun from start 
to finish, mairitaining his perfect score 
and taking home the trophy. a

Barnett clutches Brainerd 
Road Race victory

BRAINERD, MN, SEPT. 18-19 

Doug “Clutch” Barnett missed the gate for his 
Middleweight Production Sprint race, but still 
showed his skill level with four wins and a sec- 
ond to lock up the number-one plate in the 
Novice ranks during the final CRA weekend at 
Brainerd International Raceway. 

Barnett proved that cornering ability was 
more important than straightaway speed as he 
beat ZX-7's and GSXR750's on his CBR600F2. 

The Expert number-one battle between Steve 
Johnson and John Mensch was a bit tighter, but 
it appears that Johnson will carry the plate next 
year. Mensch did very well on a borrowed 
FZR600 until its front brake locked up coming 
into turn 10, pitching Mensch over the bars as 
the bike did some spectacular aerial maneuvers 
before landing. Mensch was only bruised and 
managed to come back later in the day on his 
own FZR400 for a win in Lightweight 
Supersport and a second in Lightweight 
Superbike. 

In the “get-points-while-you-can” depart- 
ment, Jeff Johnson's McCall-sponsored 
CBR900RR took first place in both Unlimited 
Production and Unlimited Supersport, with 
Mike Ruehle's ZX-7R and Keith Dierkes’ ZX-7 in 
tow for second and third in both races. These 
three chased the smoke from, but never caught, 
AMA racer John Stanley and Brian Okubo on 
their TZ250's in the Unlimited Superbike event. 
Okubo solved part of his starting line problems 
in the Heavyweight Superbike race and let 
Stanley settle for second, though the four- 
strokes were again lost in the smoke. On the 
final lap of the final sprint race of the day, 
Okubo did some truly amazing acrobatics out at 
turn eight. He lost the rear and it looked like a 
prelude to a high-side. Okubo came off the seat, 
still holding the bars as his head went in front of 
the windscreen while his feet pointed skyward, 
cracking the windshield as his helmet hit it, 
sending him back on to the seat without losing 
the bike. This series of events allowed Stanley to 
take a lead that Okubo could not regain. Okubo 
still didn't allow Ken Doble's new ZX-6 to take 
second place away. 

Sunday’s 5-Hour Endurance saw a 56-bike 
field thunder off in three waves to an incident- 
free first few laps. Bikes of every size and config- 
uration from RZ350 to CBR900RR competed in 
10 classes for bragging rights during the intense 
off-season bench racing. Jeff Johnson and Scott 
Ruehle (Spastic Racing) led most of the race 
chased by Team Tacos’ bike owned by Boyd 
Whiteoak who had crashed on Saturday and 
spent Sunday at St. Jo’s Hospital in Brainerd. At 
the end of the fifth hour, Johnson and Ruehle 
collected the win.

Schnell snatches up 
Trans-Cal Motocross win

The competition was intense, but Pro 
Circuit/AXO-sponsored Greg Schnell motored 
his Suzuki to the winners’ circle to take the vic- 
tory in the 125cc Pro class during round four of 
CMC’s Bieffe/ Asics Trans-Cal Nationals held at 
Sunrise Valley Raceway. 

Racers from across southern California came 
out to challenge the fast, deep sand that Sunrise 
has to offer. This was the last race before the 
final two-day event that will feature riders from 
all of CMC's western divisions. 

At the start of the first 125cc Pro moto, 
Varner-backed Terry Parsons took the early lead 
as Greg Schnell, Craig Davis, David Germain 
and Craig Mason followed. Before the end of the 
first lap, Parsons and Schnell started to wage 
their own private war that quickly put some dis- 
tance between them and the rest of the field. 
After starting in last place, Mike Metzger was 
riding like a man possessed as he flew by riders 
asif they were standing still. 

“I was trying to time the gate. It dropped 
slow and my bike got stuck in the gate,” said 
Metzger. 

While Metzger was trying to work his way 
through the pack, the leaders were at each other's 
throats; Schnell was just waiting to make a move. With 
three laps remaining, Parsons began to slow and 
Schnell seized the moment to take the lead. 








“My bike wasn’t jetted for the hot weather,” 
said Parsons. “When my bike started getting 
hot, it just bogged off jumps and through 
bumps.” 

Despite the problems, Parsons would hold 
onto second place. Back in the pack, Metzger 
had worked his way to fourth and was chal- 
lenging Davis. Metzger went for the inside to 
make the pass, but ended up clipping the rear 
wheel of Davis and going down hard. Metzger 
remounted in the fourth spot, but the dazed 
rider was passed by Jimmy Lavorci. When the 
checkered flag finally flew it was Schnell with 
the win as Parsons, Davis and Lavorci fol- 
lowed. 

At the start of the second moto it looked like 
another Parsons/Schnell battle. Unlike moto 
one, Schnell led the chase as Parsons followed 
close behind. Davis was running in the third 
spot until the wild man, Metzger, charged from 
fifth to take third on the first lap. Schnell and 
Parsons broke free early in the race to hammer 
at each other's backs. 

At about the halfway point, Schnell had 
pulled a little distance on Parsons. By this time 
Metzger had closed the gap on the leaders and 
he started to put some pressure on Parsons. The 
top three riders quickly bunched up and heated 
up the race for the lead. Metzger went for sec- 
ond as Parsons went for the lead. Parsons’ hopes 
for the overall went up in smoke when he 
stuffed a berm and went down. Metzger took 
over second as a disappointed Parsons picked 
himself off the ground to hold onto third. That 
was all she wrote as the riders held their posi- 
tions until end of the moto.

The spectators looking at the three-banner flag 
display at Bunker Hill Drag Strip’s running of 
the Harley Nationals may have had a difficult 
time identifying the blue field and gold cross 
flag proudly joining “Old Glory” and the maple 
leaf flag of Canada before the event, but after the 
final round of Top Fuel, there was no doubt as 
to its Swedish origin.

Price’s shovelhead entry failed to show. In the 
final, Sutterlin motored past a half-second gate 
job by Nelson, posting a great 5.18-144.23 to gun 
down Nelson’s 5.64-134.73. 

Wrapping up the nitro class action, Bob 
Buckley and Reo Savage chewed through a solid 
field comprised of Jeff Winkler, John Pancoast, 
Rob Tillson, Roger Dunlap, and Bruce on their 
way to the final. Just as in Super Fuel, Savage 
motored by Buckley, with Savage's 114 cubic- 
inch Evo clocking a 5.365-131.96 to top Buckley’s 
6.647-126.05. 

The recently popularized Pro Stock class 
produced an 8-team field.

Flowers blossoms at Motocross

Michael Flowers put in a good showing with 2-1 
moto finishes to take the overall win in the high- 
ly competitive 250cc Beginner class during 
Starwest Supercross Park's “Saturday Night 
under the Lights” racing action. 

After taking the holeshot, Flowers led the 
majority of the first moto only to lose the lead to 
Judd Scanlan on the last lap when Flowers lost 
control in the the whoops and went down. 

Nic LaBella gated well, went down on the 
second lap and spent the rest of the moto play- 
ing catch-up, finishing in the number three slot 
behind Flowers as Scanlan took the win. 
Rounding out the top five slots were Karl 
Scanlan and Matt Parsons. 

Moto two saw LaBella holeshot with 
Flowers, Karl Scanlan and Parsons in close com- 
pany. At the back of the pack was Judd Scanlan 
who was doing everything in his power to work 
his way up to the front. As LaBella chose to sin- 
gle the “Twin Peaks” double, Flowers went for 
the big air, made it cleanly and closed to 
LaBella's rear fender. Judd Scanlan utilized the 
double jump to put himself into fourth behind 
his dad, closed in and made the pass in the dou- 
ble-double. 

At the midpoint of the race, Judd Scanlan 
again went for the “Twin Peaks” jump, but this 
time came up short, slamming his body up 
against the upper tank and triple clamp assem- 
bly. The younger Scanlan was shaken and was 
forced to pull off the track. The elder Scanlan 
stopped to investigate, which threw the stand- 
ings into total chaos as the top three slots now 
belonged to LaBella, Flowers and Parsons. 
Flowers was getting frustrated following LaBella 
around, and with two laps left in the moto, 
Flowers leaped the “Twin Peaks” once again. 
This time his aerial antics earned him the lead. 

It was not going to be a cakewalk by any 
means as LaBella stuck to Flowers” rear fender 
just waiting for a mistake. With two corners left, 
LaBella entered the whoops in an unfamiliar 
section of the obstacle and attempted to power 
his way past Flowers. It resulted in a hard get- 
off for the RM rider, and he wound up losing 
second to Parsons before he was able to restart. 
Up front, Flowers took the checkered for the win 
and the overall as Parsons second moto finish 
would boost him past both Scanlans. But it 
wasn't enough to knock LaBella out of the num- 
ber two position.

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Ralph Collins and Steve Zimmerman, both 
members of the Northern California chapter of 
the Over The Hill Gang, made the drive down to 
Southern California pay off as they collected the 
overall wins in the Novice and Beginner classes, 
respectively, at the southern chapters motocross 
at Los Angeles County Raceway. 

Scott Wallace had the quickest reaction time 
to lead Grady Gillette and Carlos Marin at the 
start of the first Novice moto. Gillette overshot a 
turn handing second place to Marin. Marin 
quickly had his hands full with Gillette trying to 
repass, John Rizzo trying to get around both of 
them and Collins wanting to pass everyone. 
Collins quickly put the moves on Rizzo and 
Gillette to move into third behind hard-to-pass 
Marin. Marin was making Collins work for the 
pass, using every line on the track. 

Collins finally out-braked Marin going into a 
turn and set out after leader Wallace. Within a 
lap, Collins made his pass on Wallace at the end 
of a jump-filled straight. Collins said goodbye to 
the rest of the pack, taking the checkered flag 
with a 10-second lead. Wallace took a lonely sec- 
ond with Rizzo third. Gillette spent the entire 
moto looking for a way around Marin, finally 
doing so on the white flag lap for fourth. 

Gillette edged out Rizzo for the second-moto 
holeshot.

Edmisten dominates 
Orlando Motocross

ProSports USA kicked off round number one of 
the Florida Mini-Cycle Championship Series at 
Orlando Motocross Park, and it was seven-year- 
old Garrett Edmisten who took home the honors 
in the 50cc Stock (7-9), 50ccModified, and 60cc 
(7-9) classes.

Coming out of 
the “S” turns on lap four, Millsaps lost control, 
and Edmiston was there to take advantage and 
assume the number two spot. Edmisten set his 
sights on Holstein, and by lap seven he was in 
the lead. Edmisten was so excited when he won 
the second moto that he almost lost control over 
the finish-line jump. 

Edmisten also competed in the 60cc (7-9) 
class, and ended up with runaway wins in both 
motos.

Taking on the Moonlight 
Madness Dual Sport ride

BIG BEAR, CA, SEPT. 11 

The name of the event was the same as last year- 
the Moonlight Madness Dual Sport Ride-but this 
year the moon forgot to attend. 

The second annual running of the only night 
dual sport ride on the AMA/District 37 calen- 
dar took place on one of the blackest nights the 
San Bernardino National Forest has ever seen, 
but 70 riders with bright headlights and a sense 
of adventure weren’t about to let that stand in 
their way. Armed with everything from tiny 
flashlights to helmet-mounted spotlights 
designed for night racing at the SCORE Baja 
1000, the dual sporters headed out into the pine 
forests, meadows and high desert trails of the 
picturesque countryside near Big Bear Lake, 
and when the 100-mile trip was behind them, 
the California Trail Rides event was pro- 
nounced one of the brightest spots of the dual 
sport year. 

In a change from last year’s “all-dark” for- 
mat, this year’s ride began at 4 p.m. with a 65- 
mile daylight section that included one 
easy/hard split and a circumnavigation of 
Green Valley Lake. The daylight ride ended 
with dinner at B.J.'s, a popular hamburger joint 
in Big Bear City that is well known for support- 
ing dual sport events, and then headed into a 45- 
mile night ride that, with good lights and no 
unforeseen problems, could be completed in 
time for the 10 o'clock news. 

For some of the riders, a trouble-free ride 
was too much to hope for and the problems 
began almost as soon as the roll-charts started 
turning. For lucky riders like Jack Logan, who 
was tackling his first-ever dual sport ride on a 
Yamaha Serow, the problem was as simple as 
one blown turn. 

“I missed a corner and went quite a way past 
it. By the time I got back, my odometer was off 
by .65, so I was trying to add .65 to every 
instruction and I had a real tough time until the 
next reset,” said Logan. 

Harry Keast missed way more than one turn 
before he discovered his odometer read in kilo- 
meters not miles. 

“I kept riding along and I was always about 
60 percent off. I'd ride about four miles on the 
instructions and all of a sudden I’m at six miles. 
Thad a hell of a time all the way around the first 
loop,” said Keast. 

Riders like Jay Tullis were delayed by obsta- 
cles on the course. 

“There was a grassy field we went across (in 
the first loop) and I fell in this big hole,” said 
Tullis. “My riding partner was right behind me. 
I figured when he saw me in the hole, he would 
go around, but no-he fell in the same hole, right 
on top of me.” 

Greg Ayers was delayed by a flat tire he 
picked up five miles from the end of the day- 
light loop and lost more time changing the 
tube at the dinner break, but he was far from 
the last rider to complete the “daylight” sec- 
tion. Desert racers Richard Jackson and Bob 
Wadlow were late to dinner after they began 
following ribbon that marked the course of a 
District 37 enduro scheduled for the following 
weekend. The ribbon took Jackson and 
Wadlow about 10 miles out of their way but 
that was nothing compared to the turmoil it 
caused for Jack Gibson and Mark Nelson, who 
didn’t finish the “daylight” section until 10.15 
p-m. 
“We took the enduro course and ended up at 
White Mountain,” said Gibson. “The enduro is 
laid out well. It was very scenic. It just wasn’t 
the course we were supposed to be on.” 

The course for the night section looped 
north and east towards Lucerne Valley and

then wound through the hills via Deer Springs 
on its way back to Big Bear City. With the 
exception of the two hard-way options, the ter- 
rain was less challenging than that of the early 
loop, but the lack of light upped the degree of 
difficulty and kept the riders on their toes all 
the way. 

“Riding in the dark out there is so different 
from anything you can ever imagine,” said Alan 
Cohn, who found his experience street riding at 
night to be of little help. “Your perception is 
totally off balance because there’s no light on the 
other side of obstacles-everything’s two dimen- 
sional, but with good lights. I think you can ride 
even faster than you can during the day. It’s a 
blast and I can’t wait for next year.” 

Some riders, who killed their converted 
Honda XRs by mistake and plunged themselves 
into darkness or were forced to attempt trail- 
side repairs in the pitch black, found themselves 
wondering if they would finish in time for next 
year’s ride, but there were miles of smiles at the 
finish from the first pair of riders, who complet- 
ed the 45-mile after-dark circuit at 9:15 p.m., to 
later riders who trickled in well past midnight. 

For 65-year-old first-time dual sporter Ray 
Bierman, Moonlight Madness provided fun 
worth returning for. 

“I thought the run was great. It was laid out 
well, the roll charts were pretty self explanatory 
and, if you followed them, it was all right,” said 
Bierman. “I’m going to do it every time they 
have one. October 2 is the next one. I'm definite- 
ly going to be there.”
